Americus, Ga., April 3.—(Special.) 
Miss Alice Ruth Timmerman, Daw- 
son (Ga.) music teacher, is dead and 
scores of residents here are searching 
tonight for Charley Byron, alias 
“Charley Buckeye,” alleged negro rum- 
runner, as a result of an automobile 
erash on the Dixie highway at the 
city limits of Americus early this 
afternoon. Mrs. S. H. Timmerman 
and Alvin Timmerman, relatives of 
Miss Timmerman, who were in the car 
with her, escaped with minor injuries. 

Alvin Timmerman had recently been 
a patient at a sanitarium in north 
Georgia and Miss Timmerman ha 
come to Americus from her home in 
Plains to convey him there. 

The dead girl, who had been teech- 
ing music in the schools at Dawson, 
was a daughter of the late Edwin 
Timmerman, Sr., one of Sumter coun- 
ty’s representatives in the general as- 


‘ -sembly for a number of years. 


When the cars crashed, bits of fly- 
ing glass cut a®terrible gash in Miss 
Timmerman’s throat, severing both the 
large arteries there and she bled to 
death within a few minutes after 
reaching a hospital where she was 
hurriedly conveyed. 

Dr. W. H. Houston, county health 
officer here, was passing the scen: 
of the accident and rendered first aid. 
Dr. Houston states that he passed the 
ear driven by Byron a short distance 
from the scene of the accident ani 
saw the radius rod of the machine 
was dragging. He was unable to 
signal him, however, and within a 
few seconds heard the two cars crash. 

Officers who searched Byron's car 
found two kegs containing liquor, 
and these have been taken in charge 
by Sheriff Willis McArthur. 

Chief of Police T. L. Summers is 
assisting county officers in the searcy 
for Byron, who disappeared following 
a struggle with Alvin Timmerman, 
who because of weakness was com- 
pelled to release his grasp upon the 
powerful negro who is a taxi driver in 
Americus. Another negro, who was 
in the car with Byron at the time of 
the crash, disappeared, and neither of 
the negroes had been apprehended late 
tonight. 

Considerable excitement prevailed 
here following the tragic death of Miss 
Timmerman.

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TO PROTEST AERA 
BOMBING OF PE“ 


Flying Low, Chinese Air- 
planes Dropped Bombs 
Near American and 
French Missions.

Pekin. April 3.—Airplanes flying 
low and attracting counter fire, 
dropped 11 bombs over the heart of 
Pekin today which caused consider- 
able material damage. ‘The bombs 
fell near the south entrance of the 
winter palace, near the American 
Catholic mission; near the French 
Catholic mission and also north of 
the Temple of Heaven. 

The powers are much concerned 
since the legation was bracketed by 
bombs and probably will make rep- 
resentations to the attacking forers. 
Owing to the determination to cafry 
the warfare itito. jhe capital itself, the 
kuominchun (national army), Mar- 
shal Feng Yu-Hsiang forces, declines 
to evacuate. They are receiving to- 
day the cabinet’s approval of such an 
attitude, 

Although the cannonading outside 
the walls distinctly is heard the ac- 
tual news cafinot be sent, owing to 
the restrictions imposed following Fri- 
day’s aerial visitation. : 

Radio advices report that the 
American Baptist missién at Wuchow, 
west of Canton, which is suffering 
from a blockade following a_bolshe- 
vized strike and boycott, is arranging 
to evacuate. The gunboat Pampanga 
is standing by to bring off the mis- 
sionaries and their families.

Asks for Clemency. 
Condemned to die at midnight Mon- 


day for the murder of a’ New Britain | 


policeman, Chapman tonight signed an 
application for & commutation of his 
sentence to life imprisonment. His at- 
torneys were working in an effort to 
get the governor to call a special ses- 
sion of the board of pardons to con- 
sider it. 

Prison officials said today that 
Chapman’s attitude had not changed. 
He spends his time reading and smok- 
ing cigarettes. He never has anything 
to say. Officials say positively that, 
in spite of the imminence of his death 
on the gallows, his steady nerves have 
shown no signs of weakening. 

The Rev. Arthur Schoenfeldt, Prot- 
estant chaplain, also will hold his an- 
nual services in the chapel. 

Attorneys Visit Him. 

Four of Chapman’s attorneys risit- 
ed him late this afternoon to tell him 
that two supreme court justices had 
refused to consider the new evidence 
which they had obtained in an effort 
to get a new trial. 

About a week ago Chapman declined 
to sign an application for commutation 
of sentence, saying, according to his 
attorneys, that he considered it would 
be an indication of guilt to ask clem- 
ency. Tonight, however, he chanzed 
his mind. 


The attorney based his application 
for commutation on the grounds of 
possessing certain evidence which 
could not have been discovered by his 
counsel by due diligence, which Chap- 
man wishes to introduce, and “which 
he believes would have produced a ver- 
dict of not guilty, had sa.ie been 
available and produced at the trial 
of his case and for other reasons.’’ 

Affidavits Offered. 

Eight affidavits were offered by the 
defense attorneys in support of their 
petition for a new trial. Three not 
previously made public were signed 
by Byrd C. Twig. a New York at- 
torney. William OU’ Leary and William 
KE. Sodergren, of New Britain. Twig 
is alleged to have seen Chapman in 
New York on the night of October 
11, 1924, several hours before the 
murder of Patrolman James Skelly in 
New Britain. 

O’Leary and Sodergren sre said to 
have known Chapman and ‘would have 
been willing to offer the same testi- 
mony. the nature of which was not 
revealed.

Both Sides Confident. 

Road bond advocates expressed con- 
fidence over the week-end that ‘they 
could secure the necessary 138 votes 
for passage of the constitutional 
amendment, which submits the entire 
matter to the voters for decision at 
the polls next November.

NOTE EXPLAINING 
POSITION ON COUR! 


State Department Begins 
Preparation of Note to 
League of Nations on 
Recent Invitation. 


Washington, April 3.—(/)—Losing 
no time after pronouncement of Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s views on the subject, 
the state department today began 
preparation of a note formally declin- 
ing the League of Nations’ invitation 
for American participation in the 
Geneva conference which is to consider 
reservations to the world court pro- 


tocol. 

The note, which will go forward 
through the American legation at 
Berne, judged on the basis of definite 
views of President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Kellogg, will point out that in 
the opinion of Washington authorities 
no useful purpose could be accomplish- 
ed by sending a delegation to Geneva, 
since it would be lacking in authority 
to discuss the reservations attached by 
the senate. 

Furthermore, it is virtually certain 
that the note will point out that the 
state department already is in direct 
negotiation with the 48 governmen:: 
signatory to the court protocol and is 
satisfied to rely upon that method of 
getting the United States into the 
court. 

Attention also will be invited to the 
senate’s expressed direction that the 
negotiations be conducted between the 
Washington and the signatory govern- 
ments, rather than through exchanges 
between Washington and Geneva. 

The decision tg reject the Geneva 
offer was reached after Secretary Kel- 
logg had conferred on the cuestion 
with President Coolidge and the two 
officials had found themselves in com- 
plete accord.

BIGCONSOLIDATIONS 


Refusal To Sanction 
“Bread Trust Follows 
Disapproval of Nickel 
Plate Merger Plan.

Washington, April 3.—The rather 
definite policy adopted by the govern- 
ment, for the present at least, against 
huge business combinations, is re- 
garded as a result largely of pres- 
sure exerted in the interest of the 
public by various groups, who pro- 
tested against both the $2,000,000,000 
Ward Food Products corporation, or- 
dered dissolved today, and the Nickel 
Plate railroad merger, which the in- 
terstate commerce commission disap- 
proved recently. 

These two incidents, following up- 
on each other so closely, show plainly 


that: the government has become very 
sensitive about large scale consolida- 


tions, despite the fact that in the last 
few years the tendency toward com- 
bination has developed. with little in- 
terference, and has developed very 
rapidly. — : 
Dissolution Seen as Victory. 
Just. what the final permanent 
policy may be is hard to foretell. 
There are any number of economists 
whe held that consolidations are a 
good thing, that in the long run they 
will effect economies and result bene- 
ficlally forthe public.” Others hold 
that it is better to have independent 
corporations, doing a smaller scale 
business, competing against each other 


regard the dissolution of the Ward 
Food Products corporation as a vic- 
tory. 

One thing is certain, however. In 
view of the manifest tendency to- 
ward combinations, the government 
must develop in the near future a 
permanent policy; which may be that 
of watchful guardian, allowing con- 
solidations on a large scale where it 
is sure they will be in the public 
interest, and Nkeeping an eye closely 
on their operations, The time for a 
decision, it appears, is near at hand, 
and there aré-many economic factors 
involved in that decision. 

Under the consent decree entered in 
the federal court at Baltimore Satur- 
day, regarded as one of the most 
sweeping in the history of the anti- 
trust laws, the Ward Food Products 
corporation must dissolve in 30 days. 
The decree also orders the complete 
separation of the Ward Baking cor- 
poration, the General Baking corpora-

Dr. C. N. Howard and B. 
F. Mann Oppose Tax 


Raise Move and Flay Op- 
position to Bonds. 


Declaring that under the present 
system of road building in Georgia 
with‘its “rank injustice to the coun- 
try counties” of the state, he is 
“amazed” that any small country 
county representatives “stand for it,” 
Dr. C. N. Howard, member of the 
legislature from Chattahoochee coun- 
ty. Saturday issued an appeal for all 
such representatives to demand pas- 
gage of the state road bond bill and its 
consequent “fair treatment at the 
hands of this legislature.” 

Dr. Howard's statement was fol- 
lowed by one from Representative B. 
F. Mann, of Glynn county, who, as a 
member from one of the so-called 
middie ground counties, claiming 
neither leading place as to wealth 
and population nor trailing at the 
end of the list as to taxable values, 
declares that he eannot understand 
either the indifference of some of the 
amaller counties on the road bond pro- 
posal or that of Atlanta, located in 
the richest county in the state, and 
“inevitably the greatest beneficiary” 
under the road bond plan. 

After recounting how the state took 
over the state highway mileage in each 
county, levied a uniform tax on all 
automobile users and gasoline con- 
sumers, regardless of county lines, and 
intimated that it intended to estab- 
lish a state system of roads built and 
supported solely by the tag tax, gaso- 
line tax and federal aid, Dr. Howard 
gays: 

Raps Tax Raise Plan. 

“None of us had the least idea that 
any county would have to levy addi- 
tional taxes on our homes, farms, cows, 
pigs, washboards, kitchen furniture, 
chickens and dogs to raise additional 
read funds sufficient to pay one-fourth 
of the cost of eonstruction. Yet.the

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most bankrupt half of the counties of 
the state. We are already over-bur- 
dened with taxes on visible property— 
and we have no other kind in the 
farming sections. It is a stupendous 
undertaking to build all the lateral 
roads which must be built to enable 
country people to get any benefit from 
the one state road which runs through 
the county site.” 

Dr. Hovard, after showing that 
this 25 per cent assessment on the 
individual counties for state road con- 
struction is wholly arbitrary on the 
part of the lighway board, without 
sanction of any law, appends a table 
0° 13 counties showing that to raise 
the amount called for by the board 
some counties would have to raise 
the total tax levy on the average tax- 
paver by almost $300 per annum— 
to get roads. Baker county, for in- 
stance, would have to collect $280 
per year additional from each taxpay- 
er while Fulton county would only 
need to increase taxes 50 cents per 
individual. 

On the other hand, Dr. Howard 
shows, the bond issue plan financed 
entirely by the gasoline and motor 
vehicle taxes, means that the largest 
10 counties would pay per cent 
of the cost and smaller counties would 
get state roads paved without any cost 
to them at all, and would be able to 
usc the 1 ce:t gasoline tax money 
and other resources for building and 
maintaining tLeir lateral roads, their 
schools, ete. 


Atlanta Panned. 


Representative Mann takes Atlanta 
to task for opposing the capitol re- 
moval bill, for supporting the Atlanta 
viaducts bill and yet opposing the 
state road bond bill whch, he says, 


“means a huadred times as much as 
t.c capitol] to Atlanta and a hundred 
times the value of viaducts to the 
city.” ' 

Mr. Mann speaks of the value to 
the banks of the city of handling 
the checks, money, ete., which must 
flow through them from the $129,000,- 
000 of highway funds which the bond 
issue plan will create within the next 
seven years, 
He also points out that under the 
present state highway system Atlanta 
cannot hope to be linked with the rest 
of the world by paved roads, either 
north, south, ese st or west, for the next 
ten years, involving the “marooning 
of the city in the midst of a sea of 
mud” for several months ench year.

ROAD BOND FIGHT 
HOLDS SPOTLIGHT 


Continued From First Page. 


little value as a test of strength on 
the road bonds. They assert that the 
reason for defeat of the education bond 
bill was chiefly because no provision 
had been made in advance for paying 
interest and retiring the bonds. 

There is ample revenue, however, 


for both interest and retirement of 
the road bond issue, in the gasoline 
tax, they further point out. The bill 
to be submitted to the house provides 
that the gasoline tax revenue is to 
be dedicated to retirement of bonds 
and, whatever the source of. motive 
power for motor vehicles in years to 
come, the tax on that power is never 
to be decreased from its present rate 
of 4 cents per gallon on gasoline—or 
a commensurate rate to bring in the 
same revenue or more—nor is it to be 
diverted from that purpose. Thus, the 
bond advocates point out, there can 
be no possible fear that road bonds 
will add any burden to taxpayers of 
the state. 

It is probable that the final vote 
on the road bond bill will come 
Wednesday or Thursday of this week. 
If it is passed, there will remain for 
passage the enabling act, known as 
the Lawton bill, which provides how 
the bond money shall be expended and 
creates a bond commission of three 
outstanding business men to direct its 
use. This bill does not reduce authority 
of the highway board, merely creating 
the bond commission to issue the 
bonds and furnish the needed money 
for the department. 

Other Biiis Pending. 

Several other bills of importance, 
including a proposed constitutional 
amendment to permit classification 
and segregation of property for taxa- 
tion, are pending and now are sched- 
uled to come up before the assembly 


adjourns. Adjournment is expected 
either late this week or next week. 
The classification tax bill is designed 
to bring intangible properties to the 
tax books, thus relieving owners of 
visible property from some of the 
burdens under which they are now 
struggling.

A stormy session of city council is 
expected at its meeting Monday after- 
noon. One of the chief fights is ex- 
pected to center around Mayor Walter 
A. Sims’ veto of a resolution which 
unanimously passed council at its last 
session, and which declared vacant 
the seat of Dr. Fred Morris, school 
commissioner of the first ward. The 
mayor in vetoing the resolution said 
he was sending it back to council 
in order that Dr. Morris might be 
given a hearing. 

The paper carried with it the unani- 
mous approval of the firt ward dele- 
gation in council and was passed 
without a dissenting vote. Rumors 
of an attempt to override the mayor’s 
veto are current, while some mem- 
bers of council say they believe the 
matter should be investigated by the 
board of education. Dr. Morris has 
declared he will fight the attempt 
to oust him. 

Pay Raise Row Seen. 

Two factions regarding enforce- 
ment of the ordinance raising the pay 
of semi-skilled employees of the city 
to a minimum of $100 monthly de- 
veloped Saturday, with Councilman 
Harry York, of the sixth, author of 
the bill, leading the fight to place 
the paper in operation at once. The 
crisis came Friday when the finance 
committee of council declined to pro- 
vide funds, $56,000 annually, as re- 
quested by Mayor Sims. 
The committee by a vote of 5 to 4 
fuiled to make provision for the in- 
crease and decided to ask council to 
rescind its action in passing the ordi- 
nance and provide for a survey of 
city employees to ascertain who are 
“entitled to increases.” 

Mr: York declared Saturday that 


he will ask council to amend the 
ordinance so as to name all those 
to whom raises in pay should. go, 
but said he will insist on immediate 
enforcement of provisions of the orig- 
inal bill. 

“T do not oppose allocations to chari- 
ties, bat I do believe that we should 
provide a living wage for employees 
of the city,”’ Mr. York said. ‘““There are 
scores of persons working for about 
$18 per week, and if the head of the 
house loses a week on-account of a 
providential cause, he and his family 
are necessarily objects of charity. We 
should remedy this and the proposed 
increase wil] do so.”

Plan Amended Bill. 

A plan is being considered by some 
members of the farm bloc to have a 
relief bill attached as an amendment 
ta the administration cooperative 
measure that has passed the house and 
is pending before the senate agricul- 
ture committee. If this is done, it 
is claimed the amended bill could he 
sent to conference without going 
through the house. 

Mr. Hirth prefaced his testimony

In a hectic session of seven hours

lawyer, of Atlanta, was reelected sec- 
retary. The convention then ap- 
proved the action of the state cen- 
tral committee in electing Davis ag 
national committeeman last fall to 
succeed the late Henry Lincoln John- 
son, Atlanta, negro, who held that 
post for many years. 

Out of the confusion and chaos or-. 
der finally was restored when it was 
seen that the forces led by Ben Davis 
were in control of the machinery of 
the convention. . Dr. Gilliam and oth- 
er leaders in his faction of the party, 
withdrew from the convention hall 
soon after the session began. 

Court Order Confuses. 

Prior to the opening of the session 
considerable confusion existed as the 
result of an injunction issued by 
Judge E. D..Thomas, of the Fulton 
superior court, restraining the con- 
vention from meeting with a tempor- 
ary roll made up by the central com- 
mittee at a meeting Friday which un- 
seated 54 delegates. After wrangling 
which lasted nearly an hour the in- 
junction was modified to allow the 
convention to meet with the temporary 
roll recognized as the temporary or- 
ganization. 

Dr. Gilliam, retiring chairman of 
the state central committee, opened the 
convention, A, S. Anderson, of Millen, 
was named temporary chairman, and 
Ben J. Davis, Atlanta, temporary sec- 


retary. A credentials committee then 
worked for more than an hour set- 


tling contests brought up from vari- 
ous districts. The committee on per- 
manent organization then reported a 
list of permanent officers and mem- 
bers of the republican central commit- 
tee, 

When the list was read the dele- 
gation from the first district opposed 
the “slate” on the ground that names 


of members from that district which it 
had submitted had been left off the 
committee. This fight caused another 
long wrangle which finally resulted in 
a record vote. 

The vote was seen to be sustaining

The convention went on record as .

Senator Butler, of Massachusetts.

To Aid Deserving Youths 


New York, April 3.—(?)—Leopold 
Schepp, millionaire importer, whose 
plea to the public to advise him how 
he might best distribute his surplus 
fortune brought responses from more 
than 100,000 persons, died without re- 
ceiving one suggestion he considered 
worth following. 

He died March 11 at the age of 85 
and his will filed today divided his 
entire estate, amount not named, even- 
ly between his daughter, Florence L. 
Schepp, and the Leopold Schepp foun- 
dation, an organization to aid deserv- 
ing boys. This foundation was start- 


ed before he applied to the public). 


for advice and had received $2,500,- 
000 from him during his life. A sim- 
ilar organization to assist girls had 
been founded by him with an endow- 
ment of $1,000,000. 

Schepp was of humble origin, as a 
young boy, helping to support his 
mother by selling palm leaf fans on 
the horse cars of Lower Manhattan. 
Even in those days his executive abil- | 
ity began to show itself and he soon 
had a group of other boys selling fans 
and paying him a commission. 

Later he started a literally one- 
horse business, selling groceries to 
stores from a little wagon. Gradual- 
ly this business grew and at length he 
grew from being a jobber to an im- 
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and bringing products of many lands 
to be. sold here. He was known 
throughout the business world as an 
importer of cocoanuts. 

As his fortune increased, he en- 
gazed steadily in philanthrophie work 
and finally endowed his foundation 
for boys, followed by the one for. 
girls. 

Although widely known in busi- 
ness and philanthropic circles for 


years, Mr. Schepp came into general 
prominence last July when he ap- 
pealed through the Associated Press 
for “concrete and workable” ideas 
from the public as to some new way 
in which he might best serve society 
by distributing his surplus wealth.

In contrasting’ these figures with 
past years the department declares 
that “it should be remembered that 
the inclusion of new points prevents 
absolutely accurate comparisons, but 
these records do indicate something of 
what may be expected in the amount 
of weevils coming out from hiberna- 
tion. :

This 
was illustrated by the early fall exam- 
ination for weevils entering ,hiberna- 
tion.: The same remark applies to 
South Carolina where the examina- 
tions were’ made along the coastal sec- 
tion of the state extending as far north 
as Florida. 

“Under the circumstances it seems 
that the southeastern states will have 
a fairly light infestation at the out- 
set, but still amply sufficient to cause 
serious crop damage with normal rain- 
fall during the growing months. Ala- 
bama and Mississippi may expect a 
very spotted | infestation, probably 
averaging heavier than Georgia and 
South Carolina, but lighter than 
Louisiana. In Texas general prospects 
indicate a comparatively’ light initial 
infestation at practically all points 
except along the gulf coast.”

For Atlanta Service

Sixty new street cars for use on 
lines within the city—the largest 
single order for new rolling stock in 
Atlanta's street railway history—have 
been purchased, it was annonnced Sat- 
urday by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company. ‘The new cars are 
in addition to the ten new interurban 
cars ordered in January for use on 
the Stone Mountain and Marietta 
lines, 

The new city cars are expected to 
be delivered and ready for service 
about July 1, whil ethe interurbans 
probably will be placed on the lines 
about Mav 15. 

All of the new cars will be assigned 
for one-man operation, and will he 
of the same type and design as the 40 
new cars placed in service last fall. 
Like the cars purchased late last 
year, the 60 new ones will be painted 
green and cream, the colors selected 
by a referendum of the car riders. 

Modern Construction. 

The new cars will be equipped with 
all modern safety appliances, includ- 
ing Westinghouse air brakes, a safety 
treadle which prevents starting of 
the car unless ell doors are closed, and 
alt. nium treads to pervent shipping 
when entering or leaving the cars.

Yet, despite that every- 
day experience, so dependent have we 
become upon our eyes, that it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult for the average man 
to believe that aught exists which he 


.Dead Past. 
We might begin with some such 
usual experience as this. You are 


standing on a high vantage point, 
where you have a perfect horizon of 
hill and valley. How little of the 
world you can see with your eyes. 
The horizon falls like a curtain just 
a fey’ miles beyond, yet you know 
there is a vast world beyond. In or- 
der to see more of that world you 
must close your eyes. Now you can 
see all your eyes have ever seen. You 
can follow your own footsteps from 
boyhood.. You can see the world as 
you lived in it, not simply its geogra- 
phy, but the people you have known. 
You can see faces of the long ago, and 
recall voices that were hushed in the 
years that are gone. | 

You say* you are digging into a 
dead past, and resurrecting a life, 


with its incidents and companions. 
You called it dead, because it had 
passed out of consciousness, and vou 
say you bring it back to life when you 
restore it to the vision of your con- 
scious thought. As a matter of fact, 
that past was never dead. It has been 
as vital a part of yourself as the most 
intense sensation of the present mo- 


of us, 


ment. Every incident, association, 
thought, ambition, hatred, or love, you 
have ever experienced has kept step 
with every moment*of your life, and 
vitally influenced every after thought 
and act. That then, which you would 
call dead, is not dead, and never was 
dead. It simply passed out of phy- | 
sical and mental vision, survived the | 
separation from consciousness, and-is, 
to that extent, immortal. I am sim- 
ply suggesting how :: ch of yourself | 
lies behind the veil. 

Lifting the Veil. | 

In order to see this world in which | 
you lived, you found that you could 
do it better by closing your eyes and 
ears. Is there not the suggestion 
here that there may come a time when 
this whole bodily organizm will be- 
come a positive barrier to that: full 
and complete consciousness, which is 
necessary to a complete and full life?

At Monticello, not many miles from 
Mt. Vernon, is. the celebrated home 
and the tomb of Thomas Jefferson, 
the chief apostle of both’ American and 
world liberty. It is now to be pre- 
served as a shrine of freedom by pa- 
triotie cooperation. It is a mecea for 
American democrats and for liberty- 
loving visitors out of many nations 
of the modern world. The indefeasible 
principles of human rights that Jef- 
ferson embodied in the Declaration of 
Independence and in his first inaugu- 
ral address as president, ha: . ‘eavened 
the civilized races of the . th with 
the spirit and will. to self-govern- 
ment by representative democratic 
forms. 

A short way off in adjoining Orange 
county, at Montpelier, is the home 
and tomb of President Madison. Al- 
though he is usually referred to as the 
“father of the constifution,” yet his 
tomb has far less appeal to the homage 
of the generations than those of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson. But Madison 
can never be wifhout honor among 
the patriots and the preservers of 
American institutions. 

The tomb of James Monroe, the 
president who propounded the famous 
“Monroe doctrine,” the real declara- 
tion of American sovereignty, is. in 
beautiful Hollywood cemetery at Rich- 
mond; and hardby, in the same “God’s 
aere,” is the tomb of President John 
Tyler, who died in January, 15862, 
during the war between the states. 

In Tennessee, at the Hermitage, 
near Nashville, rests the remains of 
heroic President Andrew Jackson; in 
Nashville is the tomb of President 
Polk; and on a fine eminence at 
Greeneville is the tomb and monument 
of President Andrew Johnson. Jack- 
son was, by Parton, assigned to North 
Carolina nativity, but he claimed to 
be of South Carolina birth, and re- 
cent research confirms his claim. Polk 
and Johnson were both born in North 
Carolina. 

President Zachary Taylor was born 
in Virginia, elected from Louisiana, 
died in Washington city, and is buried 
t Springfield, near Ken-

north, through the aid of protective 
tariffs, etc., has been growing richer 
and richer. As the result of the ac- 
cumulation of money in certain highly 
favored states, there has developed 
among many who are not mentally as 
smart nor morally as straight as are 
the majority of the rich men, a demand 
for “the confiscation of wealth.” I 
stay a kick here by saying: Get a list: 
cf the one hundred richest men in 
Georgia. You will find a majority 
of them to be good and loyal citizens 
and, more than likely, Christian gen- 


tlemen. 

But political demagogues pandering 
t- the confiscatory element, have 
joined it to the extent, certainly, of 
confiscating the incomes of _ the 
wealthy. This found its culmination 
in Georgia in the McAdoo wage scale 
of the railroad employees, which 
levied upon the gross earnings of the 
railroads such great sums as left not 
enough to pay the other operating ex- 
penses and thus bankrupted a number 
of weak lines with the result that they 
were sold, nd the purchasers literally 
took up the rails and cross-ties and 
sold the rolling stock, and hundreds of 
employees found*themselves “out of a 
job.” Upto the early part of last year 
269 miles of railroads, once serving the 
public, were literally obliterated, and 
within 1925 the Macon and Birming- 
ham railroad, $5 miles long, was also 
sold With authority to “junk it.” Al- 
together, Mr. McAdoo, with his con- 
fiscation of the incomes of Georgia's 
railroad owners, inflicted a blow to 
our state and her people which many 
of the latter can never forget. 

But recurring to my remark as to 
the plan of certain elements to con- 
fiseate wealth, the state of Florida 
& year ago adopted a constitutional 
amendment which meant that she 
would not allow honestly acquired 
wealth, nor the income from it, to be 
confiscated while the owner lived, nor‘ 
would she allow the said owner's 
estate to be virtually confiscated 
after he died. 

Florida's action naturally attracted 
the good will of conservative men 
throughout the north, and has brought 
to her the most remarkable inflow of 
wealth any American state has ever 
received. One result of this move- 
ment, however, has been that north- 
ern leaders in congress, seeing that 
Florida is operating to draw from the 
north probably billions of dollars by 
change of residence, carrying there- 
with their personal property and by 
investment in great manufacturing 
plants, new railroad lines, new sea- 
ports, ete., are trying to scotch, or 
block entirely, this exodus from their 
section. (One conspicuous example in 
this line is their recent defeat of the 
ndministration’s plan to repeal the 
national government’s inheritance or 
estate tax law. They have arranged 
to bribe the state of Georgia by giv- 
ing to her SO per cent of the amount 
they extort from estates in Georgia, 
but to punish the state of Flotida by 
gixing to her none of the amount they 
extort from estates in Florida; and 
the very reason given for this extra- 
ordinary course is that some states 
may take steps to draw citizens from 
other states by abolishing their in- 
heritance or estate tax entirely. 

This is palpably an attempt by con- 
gress to cverce a state. I have no 
idea that the supreme court will allow 
congress to succeed in this attempt to 
nullify the yery genius of the consti- 
tution by making sovereign states its 
servants or dependencies; and I am 
sorry that our legislature put Geor- 
gia in so ignoble—so servile—a status. 

An Unprecedented Situation. 

Let me say here that there exists 
now in our country a political status 
which no southern democrat had be- 
lieved to be possible, viz., that of as 
native of Vermont a president of the 
United States, a life-long republican 
elected by the republican party, stand- 
ing openly and aggressively for the 
protection and perpetuation of the 
rights of the states against acts of 
oppression by the national govern- 
ment. In other words that we should 
protect the United States from being 
consolidated into a UNITED STATE. 

But the paradox preseyted by the 
republican president frum New Eng- 
land has met its foil in the anomaly 
enacted by the democratic members 
of the two houses of congress within 
the past two years. In the spring 
of 1924 they tied themselves to the 
irresponsible political mavericks who, 
splitting off from the regular repub- 
lican organization, were linking up 
with certain groups who seemed to be 
against everybody who had anything. 

Personally, I resented the spectacle 
of the democratic party making itself 
the .at's-paw of a bunch of political 
nondescripts whose radical vagaries 
the republican party had refused to 
honor. 

La Follette, of Wisconsin, as a 
candidate for the presidency, assumed 
the leadership of these irresponsibles. 
A democratic senator, Wheeler, of 
Montana, openly split off from our

national ticket, had openly run as a 
candidate of the radicals against his 
party’s nominee for vice president, 
had openly denounced and fought 
the democratic party, yet, ever 
since the date of the election, he has 
been admitted into the secret councils 
of the democratic senators as of yore, 
without the known dissent or protest 
of even one of our said democratic 
senators. We can admire the manhood 
of the republicans who openly and 
boldly cast out of their caucus those 
who had proved\ themselves to be 
traitors to it, but what must we say 
of all the democratic senators who 
have retained in full affiliation, or 
brotherhood, with themselves a prov- 
en, a publicly-known traitor? 

Now, you may say that I have 
switched off from the subject of good 
roads and higher education to a dis- 
cussion of partisan politics. But 
not so. I have written the last few 
paragraphs above for the purpose of 
emphasizing the fact that our party 
for 10 years past has been drifting 
more and more into radicalism, radi- 
calism which is undermining our in- 
stitutions, which is subordinating the 
responsible to the irresponsible, which 
is freeing millions of voters from pay- 
ing income taxes upon two or three 
some income taxes upon two or three 
hundred thousand of other voters who 
have been using their money for the 
development of our country; which is 
leaving certain organizations of men 
free te paralyze our public utilities 
without being held responsible for 
wo damages they thereby do to the 
public, yet concurrently ‘prescribing 
heavy fines or penitentiary sentences 
for other men connected with the 
same said public utilities if they 
should paralyze their operation. 

This spirit of radicalism is now 
covertly working to hold Georgia and 
Florida in a state of jealousy of each 
other, whereas no two states should 
work in closer accord than these two; 
and no city 
should rejoice more than Atlanta in 
Florida's great growth in population 
and wealth. Atlanta manufactures 
more different kinds of products than 
does any other city in the south, and 
so she comes into competition for 
Florida’s trade with Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Pitts- 
burgh and numerous smaller manufac- 
turing cities all over our country. 
Hence, being very much closer to 
Florida than do those I have indi- 
eated and hundreds of others, not only 
can she deliver the output of her 
factories more quickly than can her 
rivals, but she can do so at far lower 
freight rates.

* Half a dozen careful polls of the 
senate and house have been made re- 
cently, with the purpose to discover 
the probability of a wet majority be- 
ing elected to either chamber this year 
or any year soon. With but neglfgible 
variations, all the polls forbade any 
reasonable hope for such a wet mir- | 
acle. In every poll the reliably dry 
districts and states largely exceeded 
the actual and probable wet districts. 

The question arises, why spend time 
and energy in efforts to put over 
modification bills? These congressmen 
who make up the big dry majorities 
in senate and house are fairly wise 
politicians. They are not trembling 
before newspaper polls, nor taking ter- 
row from Wayne Wheeler. They can 
be credited with knowning pretty cer- 
tninly the psychology and sentiments 
of their folks back home. They act 
from that knowledge and not from any 
preachments or threats of the deci- 
mated and dénatured Anti-Saloon 
league. - 


A Senseless Referendum. 


Proposals for a nation-wide refer- 
endum to ascertain the popular judg- 
ment whether to retain or modify the 
Volstead act, are all beside the real 
mark, That is an act o fcongress that 
ean be amended or repealed at any 
session by majority votes in the two 
chambers concurring. As before 
stated, the members in those houses of 
congress need no referendum to in- 
form them what their constituents 
want in the matter of prohibition.

The result would be a far- 
cical wet majority that would be

| Experiment Farmer Urges 
Planting of Napier Grass 


Editor Constitution: Following my usual 
custom of passing on to brother farmers 
anything of exceptional values to myself in 
managing my own farm, I come to you ask- 
ing that you will give publicity to my ex- 
perience with Napier grass. 

Am urging all who can secure planting 
stock to put in Napier grass along with 
ample seedings of other crops for green 
feeding and for hay. 

This grass comes the nearest to being im- 
mune from damage, either by dry weather 
or wet, of anything known to the writer, 
an he has aoe farming nearly 40 years 
and has tried out almost everything used 
for forage. 

It is a native of South Africa, introduced 
a few years ago by the National Bureau of 
Plant industry. 

Some growers claim 40 to 60 tons of green 
feed per acre and 8 to 12 tons of hay. It 
has never made this much for me, as I 
have only planted on rather thin land and 
never used a pound of manure or commercial 
fertilizer on it. 

Yet for those years it has been grown 
on my farm it made more money for me 
than any other same sized acreage on the 
place. It will grow well on any land pro 
ducing cotton or corn. 

No one with one or more horseg and mules 
to feed can afford to be without a patch 
of it. To the dairymgn it will be a great 
boon in reducing cost of feed for milk cows. 

To anyone interested and writing to me 
about this great crop, it will give me great 
pleasure to tell how to plant and manage 
generally for best results.

‘All the joy of living was taken out 
ef the stock market at the beginning 
of the week, so far as it affected the 
bull faction. The only note of good 
cheer was heard from the shorts, with 


an occasiona! chirrup from bond sales- 
men who anticipate, that with every- 
body frightened out of the stock mar- 
ket, bond buying will be resumed after 
a long period of sliackness. The de- 
cline was carried to the same ex- 
tremes that had characterized the up- 
Swing, but the time involved was much 
briefer. Customers in the stock houses 


er in number with the passing of 
each day. JBoardrooms are crowded 
with the most pitiful objects in the 
world—customersmen without any 
customers. 

The break took most of them un- 
pwares and they are yet trying to ex- 
plain why they continued to advise 
purchases in the face of one decline 
after another, that is, they are ex-

The first real 
support appeared on Wednesday, 
whereas for the preceding ten days, 
there was not enough géod buying at 
any time to indicate anything more 
than sufficient support to make good 
the claim that there is always a mar- 

et at some price for listed stocks. 
Innumerable explanations were offered 
for the breaks, but none of them 
seemed to hold water, and when traced 
to their sources proved to be little 
more than surmises. 


Real Liquidation. 


After the second sharp reaction, 
more real liquidation came into the 
market and this was again aggravated 
by bear pressure. During the first 
part of the week, const®nt hammering 
prevented rallies which usually occur 
after quick declines, and at that time, 
when any part of the list raised its 
head for a moment, somebody hit it 
immediately. These vicious attacks re- 
Jensed a veritable wave of distress sell- 
ing at any prices obtainable. Many 
men who were rich at the beginning 
of the year, are poor now, and it is 
not by any means a condition confined 
to gamblers and speculators, but the 
most conservative investors have seen 
the value of their holdings shrink far 
below what must be their intrinsic 
worth unless the country is going into 
a long siege of hard times. No one 
will admit that there is such a pos- 
sibility, but Morgan’s old maxim 
“never sell the United States short,” 
is not as popular as it was a few 
months ago. When it is quoted in the 
eee of bears, they chortle glee- 

ully. 

Those fortunate speculators and 
brokers who put out short lines at 
the first signals of danger, made more 
money in less time than the bulls, who 
carried their long lines up for months. 
Tuesday was the third largest trading 
day of the year. Dividend paying 
stocks at prices to yield well above 
ten per cent were plentiful. Money to 
buy them was scarce; however, the 
demand for this class of securities was 
brisk and the buying was confident 
by those who had the courage of their 
conviction that everything was not 
going tothe dogs entirely, Another 
factor enfered into the making of con- 
fusion and irregularity, and that was. 
the proneness of traders to take quick 
profits on rallies. 

A great deal of bearish capital was 
of Senator Smoot’s . statement 
that foreign debts would never be paid. 
Of course, he hedged this remark 
about with reservations and _  pro- 
visos to such an extent that he did 
not seem to really mean what he said, 
but the gist of the whole speech was 
to that effect. Then when the inter- 
state commerce commission came out 
with the decision against the issuance 
of more bonds by the railroads, that 
was water on the wheel of the pes- 
fimists and they made the most of it. 
This decision was not as drastic as 
it at first appeared, for there is plenty 
of room in the capital structure of 
good earning railroads for common 
etocks, and the investing public has 
bewun to tire of railroad bonds anyr 
way, according te the signs of the 
times in the bond market. 

Oil Mergers. 

The merging of oil companies goes 
on merrily, despite the poor action of 
the oil stocks. Hundreds of millions 
of dollars are changing hands in these 
consolications but news that would 
ordinarily bring about bursts of 
strength in the oil division of the 
mafket has passed by unnoticed. In 
rallies, these stocks showed the most 
aptness te advance promptly and at 
times the buying of the oils was as 
wild as the selling had been, with 
movements of a point between sales 
not at all unusual. Oklahoma pro- 
duction was increased considerably 
through the bringing in of the largest 


fields, but there is no sign of over- 
roduction and California optrators 
ave agreed not to prosecute any in- 
tensive drilling campaign this year. 
The new law in Mexico about which 
#0 much controversy has been stirred 
up in circles active in Mexican com- 
panies, went into effect during the 


any difficulties, is conceded to be a 
menace. ‘The proposal to establish 
a French company having a monopoly 
on the oil business in that country 
has naturally had some effect on the 
stocks of companies which do a large 


business there. In fact, the French 
situation is one that has undoubtedly 
heen a part of the reason for the stock 
market break. 

The motor stocks were driven down 
violently, but did come back fairly 
well when buying support came into 
the market. Reports from: Detroit 


centers are to the effect that business 
is excellent and the outlook bright. 
Fiven the truck and bus stocks were 
kit without mercy and sagged during 
the pressure, but they slipped back 
modestly whenever pressure eased. 
The operations of these particular 
companies ig said to be at capacity 
with steadily increasing orders. Ac- 
cessory companies’ stocks reached low 
levels for the year in the face of ex- 
celient earnings reports published at 
the height of the drive. 


Money Is High. 

Money was high although at times 
there was an easy undertone that 
made the high rates seem entirely in- 
consistent with actual financial con- 
ditions. There was much calling of 
loans, partially as a result of month- 
end financing, although there were 
encouraging rumors that money was 
going out of the New York market in 
response to legitimate calls for funds 
from commercial centers. Nobody be- 
lieved these rumors and the anathemas 
hurled at bankers and banking insti- 
tutions by brokén bulls were startling 
in their intensity. - There is no ques- 
tion that this break, because of its 
suddenness and persistency, is some- 
thing that will have to be lived down 
by financial firms and there is much 
to be explained, for which so far there 
are no explanations forthcoming. 

The bond market really acted very 
well which is taken to mean that 
fundamental conditions are good and 
that stock liquidation on such a tre- 
mendous scale was unnatural and 
forced. There was no appreciable 
change in the status of the bighest 
grade bonds which continued to be 
duli but with few offerings. ‘The for- 
eign list was decidedly weak, with par- 
ticular emphasis on the Belgians and 
the French issues. The Germans, 
however, were almost uniformly strong 
and it took some large blocks to put 
the Polish issues down Sroctionaliy, 
New offerings are moving slowly with 


the ordinary buyer very much -unin-} 


terested. One of the largest public 
utility offerings yet made, is about 
ready to be floated, but much skepti- 
cism has been expressed as to this be- 
ing the proper time. 

All of the big plans for railroad 
consolidation simmered down to noth- 
ing and little, if any, news of a con- 
structive nature, came into the pic- 
ture. The % €. decision about 
bond issues made prospective mer- 
gers more complicated and the com- 
mon talk is that it will be hard to 
find anyone to finance preliminary 
negotiations for railroad consolida- 
tions. The men who might be in- 
terested are understood to feel that 
if they lay the merger cards on the 
table preliminary to putting a plan 
into effect, someone will beat them to 
the stock market; whereas if they 
do go ahead without putting out these 
preliminary plans they face the haz- 
ard of investigation. They feel the 
Nickel Plate denial puts future mer- 
ger makers in a position where they 
may easily be caught “between the 
devil and deep sea.” ‘The railway 
equipment stocks were under concen- 
trated attack and seemed to be seek- 
ing levels in accord with earnings 
rather than dividends. Carloadings 
fre increasing. 

Coppers Worse. 

The coppers got worse and worse 
for no reason at all, although a great 
deal of the best kind of buying went 
into these issues.’ The bank stocks 
on the unlisted market were exceed- 
ingly weak. The speculative chemical 
fertilizer stocks sagged off on light 
selling and there did not appear to be 
any concerted drive against them. 
The sugar stocks did not have any 
life and trading in them was at a 
minimum. The public utilities were 
put under the sharpest sort of pres- 
sure but support in them was good. 
Specialties which are not on a divi- 
dend ba&is, felt the full vigor of bear 
attacks and receded rapidly. The food 
stocks, after the beginning of the 
week, strengthened and during the 
latter half plus signs predominated. 

The steel stocks declined with the 
rest of the list at the beginning of the 
week, but preholiday trading in them 
was dominated by buyers. Steel com- 
panies’ earnings reports are very fa- 
vorable and mills*in the Chicago dis- 
trict established record production for 
the month ended Wednesday. Rail- 
way orders are coming in to the steel 
companies in large volume and the 
roads are obviously preparing for a 
construction program larger than was 
in effect during 1925. The big steel 
compagy is operating at about 96 
per cent capacity with orders coming 
in at this time at approximately 72 
per cent of capacity. The offering of 
a large issue of a foreign steel com- 
pany caused some rather unfavorable 
comment about our steel organizations 
because of advance publicity of a na- 
ture to intimate that foreign business, 
to a considerable extent, would be 
cut off from American organizations. 

Weather conditions were about the 
only factor entering into cotton prices 
and inasmuch as they were unfavor- 
able somewhat higher prices developed 
intermittently, but profits were taken 
quickly and the tone was poor. Con- 
tinued wet and cold conditions have 
delayed planting in most sections ex- 
cept the extreme south. Cables were 
weak and about the only-encouraging 
news was the new schedule effective 
this coming Monday in.the American 
section of the Lancashire district.

UPSHAW ATTACKS 
L.J.STEELE AFTER 
FAIRBURN SPEECH 


Stating he had “no apology to of- 
fer’’ for “fighting aggressively’ for 
the prohibition amendment, Congress- 
man W. D. Upshaw, in a statement 
Saturday, asserts that charges leveled 
at his official record by L. J. Steele, 
who opposes him for reelection, are 
“utterly without foundation in fact.’’

Having gone this far the careful 
stock market student goes back to try 
to find out what cog in our financial 
and industrial machinery slipped and 
why. It is realized that in April of 
1924 there was real reason for an 
advance in the stock market from the 
price level then existing, this reason 
being based on our large accumulation 
of wealth and our comparatively fa- 
vyorable general trade situation and 
outlook. It is realized that partly 
for political reasons the predictions re- 
garding our general trade situation 
and outlook were too optimistic. It 
is realized that bankers throughout the 
country even more than the politicians 
at Washington are to blame for the 
recent sensational decline in stock 
market prices. 

As a result of our accumulated 
wealth, money in the spring of 1924 
began to get very easy. General trade 
because of the coming presidential 
election began to slow down, ‘There 
was not enough demand from trade to 
absorb accumulated funds, a situa- 
tion that continued even when after 
the election of November, 1924, gen- 
eral trade began to pick up because 
with improving genera! trade, hand-to- 
mouth buying of goods continued re- 
quiring less credit. With idle money 
piling up back in the spring of 1924 
wise investors including the national 
banks began to buy United States gov- 
ernment then in turn lower 
grade bonds. en investors turned 
to high class stocks, then to stocks of 
a lower grade. This continued until 
wild speculation broke out in 
stock market. 

It is as natural for a banker to 
look for the highest interest rate on 
his loans as it is for water to run 
down hill. It is also natural for a 
banker to desire to keep his loans 
in liquid form. The call money mar 
ket in Wal street offered an attrac- 
tive interest rate and also the oppor 
tunity of getting all of the money 
thus back home on short notice 
when such withdra’ al was considered

It would be hard to find a safer form 
or more liquid form of employing sur- 
plus funds, However, in view of our 
accumulated wealth the earning pow- 
er of money is less and the banker 
must adjust himself to the changed 
conditions by asking lower interest 
rates from his own customers at home. 
By sending money to Wall street the 
banker encouraged speculation in the 
stock market which’ carried ~ s 
prices too high with the results just 
witnessed which are sure to hurt gen- 
eral trade, thus reacting on the bank- 
er.

SENATORS, ATHLETICS BANK ON OTHERS’ INFIRMITIES 


SHOULD BE DANDY---PEGLER

New York, April 3.—If competition 
is the life of ‘trade, as alleged by all 
chambers of commerce, the stockhold- 
ers of the American league ball teams 
stand a chance of becoming round- 
shouldered lugging their. profits to 
the bank this year. As a general 
thing, there are two ball teams in an 
eight-club league which are regarded 
as the contenders for the pennant, two 
others which are deemed to have an 
outside chancc, and four others which 
are bound nowhere in no particular 
hurry.

team in the league is conceded to 
have any direct interest in the mat- 
ter. The Cardinals and the Reds are 
suspected of being the two others, 
erch with an outside chance, and the 
four other ball teams seem to be just 
four other ball teams, if that. 

This crack may cause some irrita- 
tion in the port of Boston, the operat- 


ing base of the Braves, but that will 
be all right because this piece isn’t 
a piece about the National league any- 
way. This is a piece about the Amer- 
ican league, in which three ball teams 
hcye fairly well justified aspirations 
in the direction of the world series, 
and three others will woo the outside 
chance, leaving. just two. clubs, which 
may as well be named right now as 
the Indians and Red Sox, which are 
bound nowhere at a leisurely gait. 


Many Infirmities. 


It is a peculiar thing about the 
American league this spring that the 
two teams that fought for the pennant 
last September, the Senators and the 
Athletics, are depending on each oth- 
ers infirmities almogt as much as 
they depend on their respective 
strength.

Rocky Kansas, Buffalo, N. ® 
lightweight, relegated to the “has 
beens” list by many critics, emerged 
from fistic oblivion to knock the 135- 
pound diadem from the head of a 
fellow townsman, Jimmy Goodrich, in 
n title clash at Buffalo, December 7. 

The third new face in pugilism’s 
gallery of champions is that of Tod 
Morgan, of California, who interrupt- 
ed the western invasion of Mike 
Ballerino, of Bayonne, N. J., Decem- 
ber 2 at Los Angeles, to win the 
world’s junior lightweight champion- 
ship. 

Paul Berlenbach, world’s _light- 
heavyweight champ; Mickey Walker, 
welterweight; Louis (Kid) Kaplan, 
featherweight titleholder, and Charlie 
(Phil) Rosenberg, bantamweight 
chief, retained their titles, 

Berlenbach met the ehallenge of 
Jack Delaney and emerged with the 
decision in the opening match at Madi- 
son Square Garden. "he second larg- 
est gate in the history of indoor box- 
jing was recorded, the class attracting 
16.913 spectators, who paid $148,155.

On a high-banked, 10-lap-to-the-mile 
track at Evanston, Chapman turned in 
a brilliant 9 minutes 26 2-5 seconds 
two miles, three-sixths of a second 
better than the time made by Phelps, 
of Iowa, last year when he won the 
event in the relays after a nerve- 
tingling quarter-mile dash with Shi- 
mek, of Marquette.

The complete thrashing administer- 
ed to Paul Berlenbach by Johnny 
Risko ended all talk of a_ possible 
match between the light-heavyweight 
and the heavyweight champion. 
There was only one light-heavyweight 


who could fight the big men, and that 
was Bob Fitzsimmons. Even [Fitz- 
simmons neyer could beat Jeffries, al- 
though he ‘could and did knock out 
nearly all the other great  heavy- 
weights of his day. . Fitzsimmons had 
little trouble in knocking out some 
of the slow big men. He had a lot 
of trouble with Gus Rusblin, «but 
knocked him out. He knocked/ out 
Tom Sharkey, Peter Maher, Joe God- 
frey and several other hard-hitting 
heavyweights. 

The only man Fitzsimmons couldn’t 
upset even with his hardest punches, 
was Jeffries. But he was 37 when 
he first fought the gigantic boiler- 
maker, and 40 when he lost to Jef- 
fries a second time. Fitsimmons 
broke his right hand hitting a spar- 
ring partner on the head a few days 
before he fought Corbett for the 
world’s championship, and knocked 
Corbett out with his left hand. After 
that Fitzsimmons often broke his 
hands. His bones were growing brit- 
tle when he fought Jeff. Just what 
he might have done against the big 
fellow at about the age of 30, when 
he was at his best, physically, no one 
knows. But it is unlikely that Jitz- 
simmons could have beaten Jeffries 
even then. The handicap in weight 
and strength and rugged endurance 
was too great to be overcome under 
any circumstances. 

Many class champions have been 
whipped when they tried to fight 
heavier men. Terry McGovern was 
invincible until he met Young Cor- 
bett, who was a great puncher and a 
few pounds heavier than McGovern. 
When other things are equal, size 
and weight count heavily. 


Walker Against Greb. 


Mickey Walker was fairly whipped 
by Harry Greb last year. Mickey 
was a harder hitter than Greb, but 
no tougher. He was as good a boxer, 
perhaps better. But he was a welter- 
weight fighting a middleweight, and 
he overcome the handicap. Benny 
Leonard would be up against the same 
difficulty if he fought Walker. It 
was a good thing for Benny that he 
retired before going through with the 
proposed match against the welter- 
weight champion. It is almost a cer- 
tainty that Leonard’s fine courage 
and skill could not have pulled him 
through, and almost a certainty that 
he’d have been knocked out. Leon- 
ard did make a fairly good showing 
against Jack Britton, but Britton was 
far past his best days when he fought 
Leonard, and he never was a remark- 
ably hard hitter. 

Joe Gans once tried to take the 
welterweight championship from Joe 
Walcott. Clever as he was, he didn’t 
have a chance. Abe Attell fought 
Battling Nelson twice, made a great 
showing each time through the early 
rounds, and slowed up under the 
strain of matching his speed and skill 
against Nelson’s superior weight and 


gth. 
Mitchell Held Sullivan. 


Some middleweights have whipped a 
lot of heavyweights—but only second 
rate heavyweights. Charlie Mitcheil 
was a middleweight, and as clever 
a fighter as the class ever saw. He 
knocked out a dozen or more big 
heavyweights in England and was 
brought to this country by Billy 
Madden to fight Sullivan. He upset 
Sullivan with a jab. John always 
said Mitchell pushed him over when 
his “legs were crossed.” The fact 
was that Mitchell was clever. enough 
to eatch John off balance and tipped 
him over. The punch didn’t hurt 
John L. in the least. It made him 
roaring mad, and he jumped up and 
chased Micthell around the _ ring, 
knocked him into the ropes and near- 
ly tore the whole ring down in his 
fury before the police jumped in to 
stop the fight. 

Mitchell later fought a 39-round 
draw with Sullivan at Chantilly, 
France. At that time John was 30, 
and 10 years of wild dissipation had 
wrecked him. Mitchell and Sullivan 
fought on the turf in a_ private 
park in a rainstorm, trampling the 
ground until they were moving around 
in mud ankle deep and both were 
too tired to hit an effective punch 
when their backers agreed to call it 
a “draw.” This was near the end of 
Sullivan’s fighting career. After the 
Chantilly fight he beat Jake Kilrain 
in 75 rounds, London prize ring rules, 
in the woods down in Mississippi, al- 
though in such miserable condition 
that he was sick in his corner between 
rounds. He was knocked out by Cor- 
bett in his next fight and never fought 
again. Clever as Mitchell was, he 
couldn’t have stayed more than 
or four rounds with Sullivan at his 


best. He was knocked out in three

| rounds by Jim Corbett at Jackson- 
ville. 

Kid McCoy, who would have been 
classed a light-heavyweight in these 
days, was matched with Tom Sharkey. 
He knocked Tom down twice and in 
the next round Sharkey hit McCoy in 
the stomach and nearly broke his back 


—a knockout delivered with the first 
real sock Sharkey got over. McCoy 
knew everything about boxing and hit- 
ting, and Sharkey knew nothing about 
boxing and a lot about hitting. His 
weight and strength easily overcame 
McCoy’s ability, and if McCoy was 
fighting today he’d easily be light- 
heavyweight champion. 
Many Such Defeats. 


Frank Erne, a remarkably clever 
boxer and lightweight champion, tried 
to win the welter crown in a fight 
with Rube Ferns, and was knocked! 
out. George Lavigne, world’s light- 
weight champion, was considered the 
greatest man who ever held the title, 
and was matched against Mysterious 
Billy Smith. I saw that fight. La- 
vigne put up a great battle until the 
14th round, when the mysterious 
one knocked him down and nearly 
out, and flattened him as fast as he 
could get up until Lavigne’s brother 
jumped into the ring to save him 
from being annihilated. Size and 
weight whipped Lavigne. Billy Smith 
was no better as a boxer, _ 

Battling Levinski, a light-heavy- 
weight champion, and clever, fought 
Jack Dempsey long before Jack met 
Willard, Levinski was knocked out 
without any trouble at all. Georges 
Carpentier, light-heavyweight cham- 
pion, fought Dempsey. Carpentier 
was really a wonderful fighter at 
that time, carrying a punch that had 
knocked out all the English cham- 
pions from feather to heavyweight as 
Carpentier grew up.. He hit Demp- 
sey just as he had hit Bombardier 
Wells and a lot of others, shook Jack 
a little but not enough to worry him, 
and was beaten down in four rounds, 
never having a chance to win. 

Johnny Kilbane thought he’d take 
the lightweight title from Benny 
Leonard. Kilbane at that time was 
a wonder in his own class. Leonard 
easily knocked him out in_ three 
rounds. Clever as Kilbane was, he! 
looked a novice against Leonard. 

Tommy Burns, who was once 
heavyweight champion by virtue of 
having beaten Marvin Hart and Jack 
O’Brien and by knocking out the 
heavyweight champions of Australia, 
England and Ireland, held the title 
only until he met a real heavyweight, 
who knew how to fight. He weighed 
only 163 pounds when he fought Jack 
Johnson in Australia, and clever and 
game as Burns was he didn’t have 
a chance in the world. Whipping a 
lot of second-rate heavies like Hart, 
Rocke of Ireland, Moir of England 
and Squires of Australia was easy 
enough for Burns; but Johnson knew 
as much about fighting as Burns and 
was: bigger. 

This matching of champions out of 
their class is a joke. With the sole 
exception of Bob Fitzsimmons, who 
was a fighting freak, there never has 
been a middleweight or light-heavy-| 
weight champion who'd have any right 
in the ring with any of the heavy- 
weight champs of the past 40 years, 
from Sullivan to Dempsey. 

There never has been a champion 
who could go out of his class and 
beat a really good champion of the 
class above. The case of Terry Mc- 
Govern and Frank Erne isn’t an ex- 
ception. McGovern was _ feather- 
weight champion and Erne _light- 
weight champion, and they were both 
great fighters. They were matched 
and McGovern knocked Erne out in 
three rounds—or rather Erne col- 
lapsed. But Erne was foolish enough 
to come down from his natural 
weight, 133 pounds, to 126 pounds 
as a compromise weight and every 
pound he took off reduced his vitality } 
until he had little left. He was 
burned out making the weight. He 
was a flash for one round, and then 
blew up. At the lightweight limit 
he’d have boxed rings around Terry. 

It’s just as well, though, that Ber- 
lenbach was trimmed to a fare-ye-well 
by the rough lad from Cleveland. If 
he hadn’t been matched with Risko 
to ease his way up among the heavy- 
weights he might have been ballyhooed 
into a match with Jack Dempsey— 
this being one that Dempsey might 
accept—and the outcome of such a 
fight would be exceedingly painful 
to all who were foolish enough to 
give up real money for seats. 

Just as silly, and hardly less than 
cruel, would be the proposed match- 
ing of Tiger Flowers against Berlen- 
bach just because Flowers had to 
sign a contract to fight anybody se- 
lected. for him if he defeated Greb. 
The law of advantages would operate 


against Berlenbach, and the Tiger 


might get a beating that would ruin:

Baseball in its march toward mil- 
lion dollar plants and $50,000 sal- 
aries has been grossly negligent in 
its duty. The men in the ranks who 
did their bit that the national game 
might reach its present height have 
too soon been forgotten. 

In the main the attitude seems to 


have been “out of baseball, out of 
mind,’’ and the result is that players 
here and there about the country are 
actually ini-need of some of the dol- 
lars that the rich magnates have 
stored away so that they can awe the 
easily bunked public with such things 
as princely salaries for men like the 
commissioner of the game. 
layers Plan Fund. 

It was because of this apparent 
negligence or selfishness on the part 
of the wealthy club owners that the 
Association of Professional Ball Play- 
ers of America recently was organ- 
ized at Los Angeles, and if the ven- 
ture is properly handled it is pogsi- 
ble that the majors will see the light 
and provide financial aid for old play- 
ers who in their twilight years may 
meet up with misfortune. 

The plan of the newly formed as- 
sociation, the sponsors of which are 
for the most part former players, is 
to build up a fund that eventually 
will make possible the construction 
and maintenance of a home to which 
the deserving can retreat. Nominal 
ihitiation dues from hundreds ef maj- 
or and minor league players who have 
joined already have formed a founda- 
tion for this fund, and the hope is 
that it can be swelled into a for- 
tune by the playing of benefit games 
annually by: practically every team 
in organized baseball. 

The association hardly had been ar- 
ganized before its attention was 
brought to cases of players who were 
ill and penniless. One former major 
league hurler who is dying with tu- 
berculosis was located in the south- 
west.

The American league, for in- 
stance, now pays pensions to three or 
four one-time greats, and the National 
league also has a limited list, bu 
this is. done through the generosity 
of the two presidents and not because 
of, concerted action by the club 
owners. 

The ideal arrangement would be for 
the majors to set aside a fund of 
about $100.000 for charitable pur- 
poses and place it in the custody of 
a committee of club owners who would 
pass on cases brought to their atten- 
tion. No home would be necessary. 
The man in need of aid could be pen- 
sioned fog, say $100 a month, ‘and, 
as many of the cases would be only 
temporary, the $100,000 with 6 per 
cent income, would cover many years 
of service. Of course that wouldn’t 
provide for the minor leaguers, but 
the majors could indirectly help that 
class of ex-pjayer by participating in 
the benefit games mentioned above.

The tournament was played that 
year at the Columbia Country club, 
near Washington. When the big field 


assembled it included not only every 
professional who coule@ fe figured as 
even a remote chance to win, but Dun- 
e 1 and Mitchell as well, and quite 
a number of star amateurs. So it 
appeared a cinch that the scramble 
for the title would be a merry one 
from start to finish. It certainly look- 
ed in advance like the most _ open of 
championships, with big odds ware 
ranted against any starter in the field. 
But golf is a strange game. 

I won the championship by a mar- 
in of nine strokes with a total of 
89. The difference between my 
score and that of Walter Hagen and 
Freddy McLeod, who tied for second, 
was the largest in 22 years. Starting 


with a fine round of 69, I made every: 


post a winning one, as they say in 
racing circles. the other rounds being 
75, 73 and 72. 

Of course this success confirmed my 
belief that, givea good physical con- 
dition, I might have won the British 
open at St. Andrews a few weeks be- 
fore. But that was merely a propo- 
sition of might-have-been. And might- 
have-beens aren’t worth a nickel a 
dozen in golf. 

I have always attributed the vie- 
tory at Columbia to one thing, and 
that was a matter of policy and tac- 
tices. Away back in one of the earlier 
articles of this series, mention was 
made of a lesson I learned in my 
first national championship at Buffa- 
lo in 1912. That lesson was that the 
player who expects to achieve winning 
golf has to learn to meet conditions 
of play as he finds them, whether 
they are extraordinary because of the 
weather or what-not. That lesson 
served in good stead at Columbia.. 

Owing to a spell of dry, hot weather 
a few weeks before the tournament, 
some kind of trouble attacked the Co- 
lumbia putting greens. Dr. Walter 
Harban, who is the reigning figure in 
the matter of upkeep of the course at 
Columbia, found himself suddenly in a 
trving situation, with the champion- 
ship only a short time away. He eall- 
ed in some government experts on 
grasses and remedies were prescribed, 
Unfortunately, they made matters, at 
least for the time being, worse than 
ever, so that when the championship 
started many of the greens were burn- 
ed quite brown in great big spots. As 
a result, they were slippery and treach- 
erous, and made putting exceedingly 
delicate and difficult. 


On Bad Greens. 


Even before the start of the cham- 
pionship, in the preliminary practice 
rounds, most of the players were com- 
plaining about the greens, saying it 
was impossible to putt on them. If 
they went for a putt and the batt slid 
past the hole, it might roll five, six, 
or eight feet past, and there would 
be another miss coming back. I felt 
reasonably sure that more than a few 
wepe going to hurt their chances se- 
riously worrying over these conditions 
and their consequent failure to hole 

utts that they thought they should. 

et any player start out on a round 
with three putts on the first two or 
three greens, and he has to be a steady, 
settled campaigner not to begin letting 
it get on his nerves, especially when 
he realizes that one stroke missed in 
this way may mean losing the cham- 
pionship. 

Before starting, therefore, I made 
up my mind that I was going to play 
\.ith those greens and not against 
them. I took no undue chances, but 
tried to make sure that no strokes 
were wasted. And the strategy work- 
ed. I didn’t hole many long ones, but 
I had might few three-putt greens. 

It goes without saying, of course, 
that the victory was pleasing. It had 
been a good long hike to get to the 
top, starting nine years before, and 
there had been a good many disap- 
pointments along the way. But the 
manner and conditions of this victory 
made up for all that and more. had 
won and won re for one thing.

Usually in these men-vs-women 
matches it is customary for the men 
to concede a half, that is to allow 
his opponent nine strokes taken as 
they come on the card. But instead 
of doing this, I set out to give her 
six strokes bisque. “Bisque” means 
that the player receiving the stroke 
may play it on any hole he or she 
sees fit, or, for that matter, two 
strokes on one hole, provided the de- 
cision to use the stroke is made be- 
fore leaving the green, or at least be- 
fore starting play on the next tee. 

Up to that time Miss Leitch was 
looked on as possibly the greatest 
woman player the game had ever 
produced. Athletic and well set up, 
she certainly waded into a golf ball. 
There was nothing effeminate about 
the way she walloped the ball. She 
was noted as a long driver among 
women, using the old-fashioned palm 
‘grip, which is conceded to yield pos- 
sibly more strength for a stroke than 
any other. She had engaged in sev- 
eral matches on the other side on the 
basis of receiving nine strokes in 18 
holes, and unless I am mistaken she 
had lost only one of these—to Abe 
Mitchell. At the start of the match I 
wasn't at all certain that it was 
possible to give her six bisques and 
beat her. 

As a matter of fact I won and 
won easily, but in doing so I shot 
one of the best scoring rounds of 
golf in my life. I had a card of 67, 
which was three or four strokes bet- 
ter than I had ever played the Pel- 
ham course before. Against such 
ecoring she really’ hadn’t a chance. 
There are several good long holes at 
Pelham and on more than one of these 
I beat her by two strokes, that is on 
gross scores, so that one bisque would 
not have eyen given her a half. This 
was the case on the long 14th, well 
over 500 yards, where I got a brassie 
second home about 10 or 12 feet from 
the cup and holed an eagle 3. 

Prefers Nine Strokes. 

In the matter of handicapping I 
should much prefer to give an op- 
ponent nine strokes taken as they 
come on the card, rather than six 
bisque. In the first place, it will 
frequently happen that the high 
handicap player will lose a hole on 
which he gets a stroke by two strokes, 
so that his stroke does him no good. 
Then again he may even win level 
at one or more other holes, in which 
case also his stroke is of no use to 
him. But if bisque strokes are given 
the receiver always has the privilege 
of using them where in his judgment 
they will do the most good. Then 
there is another point. If you know 
that you are conceding a stroke on 
a certain hole, you can go out and 
play accordingly, taking maybe extra 
chances, if they seem warranted. But

Danielsville, Jefferson and Athens Place Markers

By Memorials in Georgia 


Athens, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Crawford Willt&imson Long, whose 
statue was unveiled on March 30 in 
Statuary hall, Washington, as one of 
Georgia’s two most distinguished sons, 
has not been forgotten by his home 
state, county or adopted home—Jef- 
ferson, Jackson county, and Athens— 
nor the place of his birth, Daniels- 
ville, in Madison county. 

The Woman’s club of Danielsville 
has raised money to erect a marker in 
memory of Dr. Long near the site of 
his birth and at an early date the 
marker will be dedicated. Jefferson 
many years ago erected a monument on 
the public square, alongside that to 
the memory of the Confederate sol- 
diers, while in Athens there is a 
placque, inset in a marble base that 
stands before Peabody library on the 
University of Georgia campus com- 
memorating the university’s illustrious 
son whose discovery brought allevi- 
ation to pain and suffering throughout 
the world. ‘ 

This is not the only memorial] to 

r. Long on the Georgia campus. The 
Crawford W. Long infirmary is also 
dedicated to his memory and houses 
the students of the university who be- 
come ill while in attendance there. 

The history of the erection of this 
building is of interest to hundreds of 
men and women over the state other 
than former university students be- 
cause the women’s clubs of the state 
were largely instrumental in its build- 
ing. 

From a notebook kept by Chancel- 
lor Barrow on the infirmary the fol- 
lowing is taken, showing the birth of 
the Crawford W. Long infirmary: 
“In the month of May, 1906, a stu- 


|}He boarded on Dougherty street and 
in visiting this student I saw how 
much better he could be cared for than 
would have been possible in one of the 
dormitories and I determined to build 
some place on the campus where a sick 
student could be attended.

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New Inscriptions 
Found by Biblical 


Scholars in Sinai 


Chicago, April }|.—UP)—A new im- 
petus has been given excavations in 
Biblical lands as a result of recent 
interpretations: of newly-discovered 
inscriptions on th~ peninsula of Sinai, 
which illuminate the writings from 
Sina‘, the relation of the ancient He- 
brews to the Egyptians and possibly 
the character 0: Moses. 

Professor J. M. P. Smith, of the 
Tniversity of Chicag>, has examined 
a script uiscovered some years ago 
by Sir Willirem Flinders Petrie at 
Serabit-El-Halem. He suggests that 
the Egyptian influences on Hebrew 
li‘s stands out with inertasing clear- 
ness in the .iscovery. 

“As I pointed out some years ago,” 
he said today, “the Old Testament 
and its people were under great ob- 
ligations to the culture of Egypt. Only 
recently we learned that they bor- 
rowed one section of the Book of 
Proverbs _ iirectly — from Egyptian 
sources. Now we find that to Egypt 
they owed the impetus for the crea- 
tion of that alphabet through the nse 
of which they were to make a price- 
less contribution to the thonght and 
life of the world.” 

On the basis of interpretations giv- 
en the script by two European au- 
thorities which connect the writings 
with the sto.y of Moses and the 
pharoah’s daughter, Professor Smith 
suggested th an abundance of ma- 
teris| to confirm Biblical narratives 
is probably awaiting the excavator’s 
gpade in Palestine and Egypt.

“The Woman's Missionary Union, 
auxiliary to the Southern Baptist 
convention, hereby records its inex- 
pressiblet regret over the debt on our 
foreign mission board. Fearing re- 
currence of this condition - unless a 
readjustment of percentages of ‘the 
cooperative program funds is made, 
the union begs that at least 50 per 
cent of all undesignated cooperative 
program funds, beginning with 1927, 
be allotted to foreign mission work.” 

This resolution will be sent as a 
memorial to those entrusted with for- 
mulating suggestions for the-1927 co- 
operative program to be passed upon 

y the Southern Baptist convention 
at its annual meeting in Houston, 
Texas, in May. 

Miss Kathleen Mallery, correspond- 
ing secretary of the southern union, 
states that in presenting this resolu- 
tion that those advocating it “do not 
believe that it is visionary or that it 
is merely a future goal toward which 
the Southern Baptist convention may 
work but many believe that it is an 
imperative necessity, that it is the 
one thing that will call forth heroic 
giving on the part of Southern Bap- 
tists, that it will hearten the mission- 
aries and will encourage young men 
and young women to train for for- 
eign mission service. It is further 
believed that if Southern Baptists 
know that at least half of all their 
undesignated funds, beginning with 
1927, will go for foreign missions they 
‘will give‘ so largely that all that is 
needed for home and state missions, 
Christian education, orphanages, hos- 
pitals, aged ministers and for local 
work will be amply provided. At- 
tention is called to the fact that 
work similar to these six causes is 
included in foreign missions and that 
it 1s all the more difficult because of 
the heathen and pagan backgrounds.” 

Baptist women of Georgia, and of 
the entire south, are interestedly 
awaiting the outcome of this W. M. 
U. request to the budget committee 
of the southern convention for 1927. 
Should this suggestion be accepted it 
is believed that a mighty impetus. will

Shakespeare’s Influence on Sir Wail- 
ter Scott. By Wilmon Brewer, who

¢“In showing the influence which 
Shakespreare exerted on Scott, I * -ve 
included all materials that I thought 
could be of value to those interested 
in any phase of the subject. To

In an interview with 
Mrs. Wheatley as to how the inter- 
esting planting came about she told 
the story as follows: 

Some years ‘ago my husband 
bonght the highest red hill in Ameri- 
eus and opened streets through the 
land, one of which we lined wit live’ 
oak trees. We later found ourselves 
dwelling pleasantly beside the new! 
Dixie highway. 

“The red hills, once bare, are now| 
covered with trees, the trees ure peo- | 
pled with birds and shadowed with 
nests. No breach of etiquette occurs)

In view of the fact that highways 
are becoming more popular each day, 
it is urgent that the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy insist upon 
the cooperation of the chapters in the 
work of the Jefferson Davis Nationa] 
highway. 

The plan for this highway proposed 
and adopted by the national conven- 
tion in New Orleans in 1913, was to 
link up the parts of state highways, 
and have such parts designated as the 
Jefferson Davis highway, then mark, 
and beautify them. This plan in- 
eluded all capitals of the Confederate 
states and as many places of historic 
interest as possible. 

In Georgia we have two routes 
forming a great diamond, with Au- 
gusta and West VPoint for the points 
east and west, and Atlanta and Ir- 
winville for the points north and 
south. In 1922 Governor Walker offi- 
cially accepted and. designated’ the 
route, and much of it has been marked 
by local chapters. 

There remains much to be done in 
marking, and securing official recog- 
nition of the highway in all states 
from coast to coast. 

The ronte through Arizona has been 
officially designated and marked com- 
pletely. 

Can Georgia do less? Daughters, let 
us not forget that it was through 
Georgia the Confederate chieftain last 
passed in his flight to reach the west 
and continue the struggle. [Irwin coun- 
ty, and the town of Irwinville have 
been made memorable in the unnals of 
Confederate history as the last camp 
of President Davis, and the place 
where he was captured. 

Interest your chapter in marking 
and beautifying the route’ through 
your county, making it the most beau- 
tiful link in this highway memorial 
to the only president of the Confed- 
eracy.

_ Another ‘Columbus district pastor 
+then stepped forward and did an un-

of the district, several thousand in 
number, would have to faise only 
$3,500. ‘Khe donor is the Rev. M. M. 
Marshall, pastor of Rose Hill Method- 
ist church, Columbus. Mr. Marshall

‘along money that way. He is gen- 
erous in giving the church the benefit 
of his structural skill, and in west 
Georgia is becoming known as the 
building pastor, having supervised the 
erection of several churches.

S BEAUTY a major consider- 
ation in matrimonial choices? 


Why do girls say they 
want a tall man? 
A young friend had a 


i' suitor who answered all the 
requirements in the way of devotion, 
family, position and money. She liked 
him well enough to encourage him to 


keep on coming around for six 
months. He asked her to marry. She 
wavered. 


“He is so pale, I just can’t marry 
him,’’ she told her mother. 

“Look at the type of men you see 
nowadays,” said another — girl. 
“They're so sort of feminine. The 
kind we meet in the city, | mean. They 
don’t look as if they could do a hard 
day’s work without being utterly fa- 
tigued. I think Ill go out west and 
see if I can’t get one Of these strong, 
virile males 1 hear you only find out 
there.” 

Men are frequently heard to regret 
the passing of the natural beauty. 
Constantly in my mail I hear from 
men asking where you can find a 
girl; nowadays, whose thoughts aren’t 
entirely engaged in the pursuit of arti- 
ticial beauty aids and artificial pleas- 
ures. 

is there a conception of beauty that 
influences matrimonial choices? One 
of importance to human welfare and 
progress that unconsciously directs 
the choice oi a mate? 

Expert Tells Why. 

Knight Dunlap, professor of experi- 
mental psychology in Johns Hopkins 
university, Baltimore, touches upon 
the theme in his book. ‘Personal 
Beauty and Racial Betterment.” 

“P shall not touch upon the theme,”’ 
he says, ‘‘with,the golden fingers of 
the artist, but with the unemotional 
digits of the psychologist. 

“Human beauty is a sign of fitness 
for parenthooc—fitness to propagate 
children wio shall be, in high degree, 
ate to hold their own in the mental 
and physical struggle with nature and 


with their human competitors. It is 
the sign which is intuitively recognized 
hy the race and upon which the proc- 
ess of selection is based.” 

Dunlap observes that women, when 
discussing the relative handsomeness 
ot two or several men, settle the point 
by such an observation as ‘A ts taller 


than B.” By carefully put questions 
he has succeeded in eliciting a consid- 
erable amount of information on this 
point, without’ revealing the actual 
purpose of his interrogation. 

“For example,” he says, “if I in- 
quire of a woman cagncerning the 
handsomeness of a man who has a 


~ 


general combination of desirable and 
undesirable characteristics, but who 1s 
a trifle below medium height, I fre- 
quently obtain in her first statement a 
criticism. of his stature, followed by a 
consideratién of his other attributes, 
indicating that in her estimation size 


is of paramount importance. The de- 
termining factor is not,, of ceurse, 


mere height, but height combined with 
development not deviating markedly 
from the average proportion. The 
tall man of beanpole build is not con- 
sidered attractive. Yet a positive ele- 


ment of height can outweigh a con-~ 


siderable element of disproportfon, 
and a taller man, whose proportions 
are in themselves worse than those of 
a shorter man, is usually considered 


*the handsomer.”’ 


Harking Back to Stone Age. 


This preference for stature, Dunlap | 


explains as harking back to primitive 
‘times, when it was above all impor- 
tant thaf man should be a fighter and 
hunter, in order to secure food for his 
wife and children and protect them 
against wild beasts and against the 
designs of other males. It is probable, 
he thinks, that in ancient times ab- 
normal size was not objected to, since 
every increase in physical power, even 
carried to the extreme of gigantic de- 
velopment, was a distinct advantage. 
“it is sometimés  alleged,’’ con- 
tinues the psychologist, ‘“‘that the 
woman’s preference is not for the 
large man in an absolute sense, but 
for the man larger than herself, either 
because of a natural Wish for a hus- 
band to whom she is Inferior, to whom 
She can give a tribute of worship and 
deterence, or else that it has developed 
through the necessity of the greater 
Strength on the part.of the man in 
Order that he might capture the wom- 
an and carry her away from her par- 
ental habitat to his own dwelling.” 
Both of these suggestions Dunlap 
contends to be highly unplausible, 
marrige by capture never being the 
important institution we are prone to 
believe. The theory is based on the 
assumption that woman is naturally 
opposed to marriage, which assump-

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VERY pretty young woman 
walked into the office of the 
American consul in the city 
of Riga, «in Latvia, on the 
Baltic sea, the other day. Her 


‘name, as she. later explained, was 


Miss Helmy Weisserich and she came 
ftom the little Russian provincial town 
of Narva, 

“I wish to go to the United States,’ 
she told the consular official who came 


~ Gorward to see what she wanted. “‘I 
want to make a long visit there and 


perhaps I shall decide to stay perma- 
néently, to make America my home, 
Can you give my passport: the neces- 
sary vise?” 
“You are an American citizen?” 
asked the official, supposing of course 


she was, both from her fooks and the 


way she was dressed and the good 
English she spoke. 

“Oh, no,” replied Miss Weisserich, 
*‘) was born im Russia, in the town of 
Narva.” 

‘Have you friends in America whom 
you would visit? ”’ 

“No,” was the young woman’s re- 
ply. “I do not know anybody there.” 

And then the consular official ex- 
plained that her passport could not be 
vised and that even if it could be she 
would be denied admission to this 
country by the immigration authorities 
at Ellis Island in New York. 

“But don’t America’s laws make 
any exception in a case like mine?” 
cried the young woman. “Although | 
am not an American by birth I have 
American blood in my veins. My 
great-great-grandfather was an Amer- 
ican. Not only that, but he was one 
of the most distinguished heroes in the 
nation’s history. John Paul Jones was 
my ancestor, the man whose naval vic- 
tories did so much to win the revolue 
tion against England.” 

The consular official looked in 
amazement at the young woman who 
faced. him. He could hardly believe 
that he was hearing the voice and 


/looking into the eyes of an actual 


descendant of the Great Admiral Jones. 
But within the next few minutes Miss 
Weisserich produced documentary evi- 
dence which convinced everybody at 
the consulate that what she said was 
true and that she is a direct descende- 
ant of the American naval hero 
through the secret marriage which he 
made during his stay in Russia with a 
beautiful lady-in-waiting in Empress 
Catherine’s court. 

The fact that she was all she pre- 
tended to be did not, however, make it 
any easier for the consular officials 


“to grant her request to have her pass- 


port vised for a trip to America. The 
laws on the subject were very strict, 
they said, and left them no liberty of 
action—not even in such exceptional 
cases as that of the descendant of one 
of the nation’s greatest heroes. 

The best they could do, they assured 
her, would be to submit her request to 
the authorities at Washington. After 
endless red tape had been unwound it 
was barely possible that it would be 
favorably considered and a special 
ruling made which would permit her 
entrance into America, at least for a 
brief visit. 

The only alternative they could 
suggest was for her to secure a the- 
atrical or some other professional en- 
gagement in the United States.

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Miss Helmy Weisserich, who has reccitly been discovered to be the only 
living* descendant of John Paul Jones and the beautiful lady-in-waiting with 
whom the American admiral fell in love while at Empress Catherine’s court 


convincing the immigration § authori- 
ties that she would be in no danger of 
becoming a public charge. 

After her visit to the consulate at 
Riga, Miss Weisserich went to the con- 
Sulate offices at Reval and Helsingfors, 
with the same discouraging results. 
So she has had to abandon her plans 
for coming to America for the present. 
But her friends insist that when the 
people of the United States  under- 
stand what claims she has on_ thei 
patriotic interest they will demand that 
the stringent immigration laws be re- 
laxed and she be welcomed to 
America. 

The identification of Helmy Weis- 
serich as the descendant of John Paul 
Jones is one of many interesting and 


important discoveries resulting from the 


recent searches of the Russian _his- 
torians, Uspensky and Petroff. 

In secret archives of the palace at 
Gatchina they uncovered letters and 
diaries of Empress Catherine the Great 
which throw the most illuminating 
light on the life of Admiral Jones in 
Russia, were he went after the close 
of the American ‘revolution. These 
reveal the great fondness which the 
empress had for the American sea 
fighter and show how sadly mistaken 
he was when he misunderstood the 
meaning of a painting she sent him 
and fled in terror of his life from St. 
Petersburg. 

The letters and the diaries further

They were sure 
they had made no 
mistake when they 
found in the young 
woman’s- possession 
a ring which had 
come down to-her as 
a family heirloom. It Is 
marked with the initials 

“Jj, P. J.,”’ bears the Jones 

family coat of arms and Is 
believed to have been the 
token he gave Princess Koura- 
kina when he declared his love 
for her. | 

According to the genealogy 
traced out by Professors Uspen- 
sky and Petroff little Prince Kourakina 
Jones was christened Ivan just as his 
dying motheg had wished. Later he en- 
tered the military cadet corps and be- 
came a guard officer of the Russar regi- 
ment. Under Alexander the first he 
took an active part in the Napoleonic 
campaigns and married if 1825 a Ger- 
man countess, Lydia Tiesenhausen. 

In 1835 a boy was born of this mar- 
riage, whose name was Alexander. He 
became involved in ithe Russian revo- 
lutionary movement in 1865 with Dos- 
toyewsky. and Krapotkin and was 
banished to Esthonia. In 1876 he 
married a German baroness, Bertha 
von Weisserich, in Reval and made this

I 
will not let a young girl mix in my 
political affairs. 1 will not let my offi- 
cers be made the victims of pretty 
girls in my court. One must keep

As the Russian court records of the 
time prove, Princess Kourakina soon 
disappeared _mysteriously from the 
court and never returned. About two 
months afterward Count Benkendorff, 
the head of the secret service, wrote 
the empress as follows: 

“Your Majesty: I have seized five 
love letters from Princess Anna Mihai- 
lovna Kourakina to Admiral Jones and 
three letters from him to her, which are 
enclosed. It is evident that after this 
they will hardly be able to communi- 
cate with each other, as she has been 
sent to the convent of Novo Devishy 
to await the birth of her child, 
he, a stranger in a strange country, 
will soon think she has simply deserted 
him. However, | am keeping gen- 
darmes watching to prevent*the chance 
of their communication; with each 
other.” 

The love letters enclosed with this 
are almost entirely illegible. A_por- 
tion of one written by the forlosn prin- 
cess reads as follows: 

+ “I Know, my dear, you still love 
me and will never desert me, 
though we are not legally married. My 
health is growing 
bad. My father . 
very angry with 
me and would 
never let you 
come here. Next 
month I will be 
sent to the con- 
vent in Moscow 
and there I shall 
“remain till our 
baby is born.

“Dear Mihail Alexandrovich: I or- 
der you to raise and care for the child 
of your late daughter as if he were her 
legitimate son. It is 1 who am to be 
blamed that she was not married to 
the man she loved, and you are never 
to tell the boy who his father was. The 
admfral was a fool and yet a genius,” 

It is very likely that John Paul Jones 
never heard of the death of the woman 
he loved and the child that was born to 
her of his love. Tbe one letter he 
wrote to Catherine from France reflects 
his concern for her fate. It reads: 

‘I! would be exceedingly happy if 
you would have some one let me know 
where Anna Mihailovna is and how she 
feels. She is a wonderful woman and 
I really loved her. I do not under- 
stand why she disappeared so mysteri- 
ously from St. Petersburg when | be- 
gan to urge her to marry me. Would 
that I could have some word of her.”’ 

These translations of letters and 
pages from the empress’ diary that have 
recently been received in this country 
by friends of Professors Uspensky and 
Petroff seem to leave no doubt about 
the tragic love affair of John Paul 
Jones. And the historians’ searching 
out of the genealogy of Helmy Weis- 
serich seems fully to establish the fact 
that the blood of the American naval 
hero flows in her veins, 

She is described as an unusually at- 
tractive young woman, ‘well educated 
and speaking English and Frengh.flu- 
ently besides her native Russian. 

Wi she ever be allowed to visit 
this country, or will she perhaps be bar- 
red because of what many will think 
the “‘moral turpitude” of her distin- 
guished ancestor? 

This may prove as burning a ques- 
tion as that which was raised over Lady 
Cathcart’s visit here.

A great state had demanded 
herlife in payment for the lives she 
had sacrificed, and a kind-hearted jury 
had given it back to her, but had ex- 
acted a heavy penalty, nevertheless. 

Dreary Prospect. 

Before Winona Green stretched 
dreary prospect; endless days in the 
Arkansas staie farm for women, a 
period of long, laborious punishment, 
when days should grow into months 
and months into years, until death 
came to release her. The prospect 
was of the loss of her youth and 
beauty—a lifetime spent in the state 
institution. It appalled her. 

That’s why Winona Green decided 
to take a long chance and endeavor 
to make her escape from the toils of 
the law. And she made the effort be- 
tore her transfer to the state farm to 
which she had been sentenced. 

It was her own deliberate, coolly 
calculated action that had placed the 
young wife at grips with the law. And 
it was her calm, unexpected, detailed 
confession which cleared up a pair of 
crimes that had baffled the detectives 
of the entire southwest 


The body of J. R. Green was found 
streéched out in a railroad cut near the 
ouiskirts of Little Rock on August 17, 
1924, It was already cold, showing 
that he had beén dead several hours. 
The police were promptly summoned. 

Bob Green, as he was familiarly 
known, was a railroad switchman on 
the Missouri Pacific lines. He did 
not depend on his salary, as he was 
the owner of considerable real estite, 


including severat farms in Arkansas 

and Oklahoma. With that of his wife, 

his life was insured for $50,000. 
Detectives soon learned that he had 


no known enemies. His home life 
Seemed to have been happy. The 
family consisted only of Green and 
his wife; their son Leroy having mar- 
ried and established a home of his 
own, also tn Little Rock. His wife 
was a charming, winsome little girl 
of 23. Her name was Winona. 

Bob Green usually came home 
from work along the railroad cut, 
where he had been shot to death. A 


Girl Wife Cleared Her Husband 


of Murder. 


‘When Winena Green admit- 
ted that she had shot and killed 
both her father-in-law and her 
mother-in-law in cold blood, she 
took care to exonerate her hus- 
band, Leroy, whom the police 
suspected of the double crime. 
She declared that he was without 
guilty knowledge of the fate of 
his parents. 

Her statement led to the re- 
lease of Leroy, who had been 
held on a technical charge in 
connection with the double mur- 
der, but when he learned that it 

was his wife, who had slain his 
parents, he turned against her; 
saying, “fam through with her 
now.’’ This led to the only emo- 
tional outbreak which the strange 
young slayer exhibited and it was 
quickly and severely checked.

September 25, less than two months 
after the murder of her husband. 

This second murder was a terrible 
blow to Leroy—and of course to his 
wife as well.

Meanwhile the detectives were 
racking their brains for a solution of 
the two murders. Only one person 
seemed liable to benefit from them 
in any way. That was Leroy, the 
son. His parents had owned real 
estate and the $50,000 insurance, as 
Stated. The officers decided it might 
be well to take him into custody and 
to question his voung wife as well, 

Arrest Couple.

after her arrest he went to her cel, 
in the Little Rock county jail, and told 
her that the net of justice was fast 
closing about her husband.

Winona Green suddenly realized 
that the life of her husband might 
pay the forfeit. Suddenly she spoke 
up. “I did if,” she cried. “I planned 
both murders. I thought out every 
detail in advance.”’ 


And then she began a most re- 
markable confession. She declared 
that both murders were traceable to 
a $4,000 loan, which she had been 
trying to collect. This money, she 
asserted, had been borrowed from het 
by the elder Mrs. Green, without Le- 
roy’s knoweldge, or without that of 
his father. 

When lrer mother-in-law failed to 
repay it, she asserted, she had gone to 
Bob Green and insisted that he be re- 
sponsible for his wife’s debt. His re- 
fusal to do so sealed his death war- 
rant. ; 

Calmly she told how she had de- 
cided to slay her father-in-law, be- 
cause she thought that after his death 
his widow, having charge of the 
estate, would be able and willing to 
cancel the debt. 

She knew that the switchman usu- 
aily walked home along the railroad 
track at the same hour in the eve- 
ning. She decided that the cut through 
which he passed would be an ideal 
loeation for the scene of the crime. 

Again Secks Loan. 

On the night of August 16. she 
slipped out to the cut and waited until 
she saw her father-in-law coming 
along the track. She gave him no 


chance for sp life—-there were no 
further demands for mone The girl

At first the detectives thought she 
might be making a false confession to 
shield her husband, but when they 
checked up on her story they found 
positive proof that she was telling the 
truth. | 

“! stand ready to meet my fate,” 
declared Winona Green, without a 
tremor in her soft, refined voice. 


But she changed suddenly when 
they brought her word that Leroy had 
turned against her. 

‘tam through with her,’ the young 
husband declared when he was told 
of her confession. ‘‘I don’t see how 
she. could have killed my father and 
my mother. They had always been so 
kin¢ to us.”’ | 

The news of those statements 
worked a miraculous change in the 
cool, collected woman, who _ had 
calmly detailed two atrocious mur- 
gers, as if she were repeating pink- 
tea gossip. 

Suddenly she turned deadly pale. 
Her breath came in gasps. Her eyes 
narrowed to slits. When she spoke 
her voice was strangely harsh and 
croaking.

No Difference 


But she did not go into hysterics 
or collapse. She kept up her cour- 


age and eyed the officers defiantly: 


“That makes no difference to me— 


now,” hissed Winona Green. 


They kept her in the county jail 


at Little Rock and preparaiions were 
at once made for her trial. 


Meanwhile Leroy announced that 
he had decided his wife was insane. 
Lawyers were retained to fight for 


her and they based their case on that 


defense. There was no attempt to 


deny that the girl wife had slain both 
her parents-in-law. — 


The trial was one of the shortest 


of its kind ever held in Little Rock. 
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It was the old story of a young and 
beautiful girl facing a court while her 
life hung in the balance. Though 
public sentiment was against her, 
Winona Green felt confident that she 
would be able to swing the jury in her 
favor, if not to the extent of winning 
complete freedom, at least to that of 
escaping the extreme penalty. 

And in this she was successful. 
After all there had been no wit- 
nesses to the horrible crimes of which 
She had been accused. Gazing upon 
the pretty face of the defendant, it 


seemed incredible that she should have 
planned these murders in cold blood 
and in her right senses. So the jury 
evidently reasoned. They decided she 
Should spend the rest of her life on 
the Arkansas stale farm for women 


Paced Up and Down Cell. 


In the meanwhile, Winona had 
been living at the Little Rock county 
jail. Restlessly she paced up and 
down her cell during the long hours 
before her trial. She came to know 
every crevice of her cell during the six 
months she was confined there. She 
“realized that if she were to make one 
last despairing attempt to escape the 
verdict of the law she must do it be- 
fore the officers came to take her to 
the state farm. 


Upon being sentenced, 
Green came to her decision to at- 
tempt an escape. So far as is known, 
she must have recejved the file many 
days before the trial and must have 
spent many nights at work on the 
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Winona 


been gone very long the wires were 
hot wiih descriptions of her, being 
broadcast throughout the southwest. 

By morning the police of a hun- 
dred cities in neighboring states were 
witching for her. The huge police 
net, which can blanket a continent 
over night, was. functioning and the 
litle girl-slayer had small chance of 
slipping unobserved > through _ its 
meshes—especially if she approached 
any large city. 

‘And there she made a fatal mistake 
from her standpoint. She dared to 
plunge into the largest city in that re- 
gion. She headed for Memphis. 

Their Wrong Guess. 

The police, in laying their net for 
the escaped prisoner, had sent out 
word that she probably would not be 
alone. They were positive that 
Winona had received some outside 
assistance, first in receiving the file, 
and again in being whisked away from 
the county jail. The authorities were 
of the opinion that the young woman 
would be found hiding in the home of 
her accomplice. , 

In this they seemed to make a 
wrong guess altogether. Despite the 
most searching investigation they

And so she walked, in the broad 
light of day, toward the smoky hori- 
zon which marked Memphis, and, as 
she hoped, freedom from the clutches 
of justice. 
Woman Trackwalker. 


An alert officer saw a trim little 
figure walking down the railroad 
tracks near the Union station. It was 
the Missouri Pacific, the same road 
along which Bob Green had walked 
to his death in the Arkansas capital’s 
suburbs. 


The oddity of a woman. track- 
walker attracted the officer’s atten- 
tion and he hurried down to investi- 
gate. The face that was lifted to 
meet his inquiring gaze was that of

the winsome murderess, Winona 
Green. 
Police from the Arkamsas city ar- 


rived late that day and escorted 


Winona Green to an automobile. Then _ 


they whirled across the bridge and 
soon the slayer of her parents-in-law 
was on her way back to the prison, to 
which she had been sentenced. 

Today she is considered a model 
prisoner at the Jacksonville state farm 
for women. She is in better health 
now than she ever was before and 
seems in the best of spirits.

tion is a merry jest, to say the least. 

“It is true that there are women 
today who say that the mates they 
want are those who can completely 
dominate them, and that such poten- 
tial masters are the only men who in- 
terest them. 

‘“‘These cases are not all to be ex- 
plained on the same basis, although 
the primary factor in every case is the 
admiration of the strong man.” 

Physical prowess, then, is the basis 
of woman’s preference for the tall 
man, 

Social factors, like the fear of ridi- 
cule, have bearing. The weakness of 
the small man is made conspicuous by 
contrast with a big wife; compared on 
the other hand with a diminutive wife, 
his deficiency is less emphasized. 

Men Prefer Small Women. 
“From the point of view of the 
male, the question of stature is less 
simple. There seems to be no general 
preference for small women or large 
women, but a truly relative preference 
for smaller women. Of course, | am 
aware there is a wide range of indi- 
vidual preferences, not all of which 
are explainable. But I am speaking 
of generalities, ‘which are certainly 
discoverable in spite of individual dif- 
ferences. 

‘The primitiye reason which leads 
woman to prefer a large man has no 
correspondence in the necessities of 
the male. The male has not the need 
for protection which the woman has. 
While the addition of a husky female 
to the savage fighting force--would 
seem to be a.prime advantage, this is 
largely lost because at the precise 
times when the aggressive resources 
of the family are most fully needed 
thé woman is not in condition to exert 
her strength, without serious injury to 
herself, 

“The physical strength of the wom- 
an is not to be counted on, and hence 
the stronger woman is not a greater 


asset to the family, and hence no more 
desirable. 


¥ 


; Chivalry Pays. 

“It is true there have been and still 
are races in which the physical 
Strength of the woman has been 
counted on, especially for agricultural 
duties. But where female strength 


4S Counted on, it is necessarily utilized 


at times when grave damage is done 
lo the woman, and those races which 
have counted on it have gone down. 
Ihe races which have early developed 
chivalry, as we may well designate the 
protective attitude, are the races 
which have developed Civilization, and 
which must continue to dominate the 
world, unless civilization is to be 
abandoned, and the human race 
plunged downward into bestia] degen-

I. 
The modern problem: of God and 
Nature has received no final solution. 
The question in its modern aspect is 


not any conflict between the attributes 


of God, but the apparent conflict be- 
tween God and Nature. The cruelty 
of Nature is a persistent problem that 
has yet received no final solution. 
With this problem the Christian faith 
has struggled for its very existence. 
One-third of the people who fill our 
insane asylums are insane by heredity. 
Many of them have lucid intervals, 
which they spend in blaspheming 
God, and what reply can we make to 
them? J.C. Mills says, ‘“‘Nature im- 
pales men, breaks them as if on the 
wheel, casts them to be devoured by 
wild . beasts, burns them to death, 
starves them with hunger, and freezes 
them with cold.” | 

Very many conclude that there is 
nothingg behind all visible phenomena 
but a cold, heartless power; that the 
world is a slaughter house filled with 
the groans of the dying; that the earth 
is a battlefield reddened with the 
blood of her children; that nature is a 
vast murderous machine that grinds. 
to death its victims with infinite power 
and infinite cruelty. One of our great 


- — 


scientists saw in all the processes and 
activities of nature only a. selfish 
struggle for life and the survival of 
the fittest. Over against this im- 
peachment of nature, another scien- 
tist tells us that the fundamental fact 
is the siruggle for the life of others, 
which ennobles suffering by giving it 
a moral and vicarious value. His po- 
sition is that nature can only be inter- 
preted by acknowledging this vicari- 
ous principle of sacrifice. Another 
writer of note, while attempting no 
final solution, fairly meets the issue 
and. divides all physical evils into 
three kinds: 

4. There is man in the hands of 
the destructive forces of nature, as the 
cyclone, the earthquake, the lightning 
and the pestilence. 2. There are 
evils which are inevitable to man, es- 
pecially death. 3. There are eyils 
man suffers from man, the evil inheri- 
tance of heredity among others. 


In the case of the first, the destruc- 
tive forces of nature are man’s most 
beneficent educators. !hrough these 
man has progressed in the arts and 
Sciences and in the emotions of sym- 
pathy. These destructive forces have 
led men to make progress in the con- 
Struction of his buildings, and in the 
cultivation of his soil. This is the 
explanation of the vast progress in 
medical Knowledge. By these the 


‘ element. of pity in the human heart 


has been strengthened a kundredfold. 
In the absence of these destructive 
forces, man would never have ad- 
vanced from savagery to civilization. 


S to the second, death is man’s 


best friend, and by means of it, . 


life becomes serious and great and 
time valuable. But for the sobering 
and chastening. influence of death, 
life would be barren and selfish. It 


not be altogether retributive. 


was death from scarlet fever of a 
favorite grandchild that led bea 3 
Rockefeller to devote a large amount 
ot money to the investigation of dlis- 
eases and their cure. It Was the deatn 
of Leland Stanford, Jr., that led to the 
largest educational bequest ever made 
in the United States. It was the death 
of the liitle daughter of Charles Crit- 
tendon that caused him to establish 
‘he Florence Crittendon rescue homes 
and to become a leader in the rescue 
of so many wandering. daughters of 
his. people. 

As to the third, heredity, when not 
distoried from its primary purpose, 1S 
most beneficent, cumulative of good, 
and the stores of health, sanity and 
virtue are transmitted from genera- 
tion to generation. — In brief there 1s 
the moral use of dark things. 


The only oiher plan on which God 
could have constructed the world 
would have been by a constant inter- 
vention, by which man would have 
been preserved from all accidents, a 
fool-proof universe, so that at certain 
times fires would not burnh im, gravi- 
fation would not break his bones, and 
disease wouid not kill him, but a fool- 
proof universe would contain only 
fools. We might imagine a world 
peopled by the creation of separate 
individuals, no solidarity of human 
life, isolated individuals bound togeth- 
er by no ties of kinship or influence. 
But is would be a’ cold, cheerless af- 
fair, and without the possibility of the 
communication of good. 


There had to come an enlarged 
conception of the meaning of suffer- 
ing or the shipwreck of faith; it can- 
It must 
not be heartiess. Tennyson gives us 
a most vivid expression of this appar- 
ent confiict between God and nature: 


“Are God and nature then at strife, 7

piratory inf-ction. Dr. Briggs views 
the question with a more diffuse head- 
light and through a broader speculum 


than physicians and particularly spe-. 


cialists generally use. He examines 
the functional condition of the upper 
breathing passages and gauges the 
margin of security as well as the de- 
gree or extent of evident disease dem- 
onstrable in a given case. From this 
viewpoint Dr. Briggs takes due note 
of a significant factor which many 
physicians practically ignore, namely, 
the fact that a large share of people 
whose ways of living are unhygienic 
are subject to comparatively mild, 
moderate or low grade functional de- 
rangements of the upper respiratory 
tract which they imagine are natural 
or normal, since so many are so af- 
fected. And these complacent folk, 
Dr. Briggs points out, have a narrow 
margin of security; that is, they readi- 
ly develop symptoms ef distress from 
environmental causes which would 
not annoy really healthy persons at 
all, In this way they are living but 
lying examples of the alleged injuri- 
ous effect of wet feet, drafts, ex- 
posure to sudden chilling, and the like. 

But these subjects of a narrow se- 
curity margin no doubt do actually 
suffer more frequently from actual cri 
than really healthy persons do, say 
from acute sinusitis. Even the dumb- 
est doctor Knows, however, if he 
knows what sinusitis is at all, that in 
most cases the acute attack is only an 
incident or accident in the course of 
some chronic or permanent, more or 
less latent or low-grade focus of in-

WO or three times in recent © 


fection somewhere in the respiratory 


tract. The individuals with a narrow 


margin of security, as described by 
Dr. Briggs, often enough harbor just 


such a focus of infection, and because. 


it produces such mild symptoms they 
jolly themselves along without medi- 
cal attention, passing the buck ie the 
“weather,” the ‘‘climate” or the 
‘prevalence of catarrh in the home 
country, and there are just enough 
doctors in every community: who are 
lazy, indifferent or affably acquiescent 
im popular foibles to aid and abet the 
insidious harm done by the silent sep- 
tic focus. 

Oh, heck, I swear I did not mean 
to use my little space for periodic 
health examination propaganda today. 
But there must be much more good 
health in this periodic health examina- 
tion habit than even I perceive, for 
the thing bobs up wherever we turn 
our steps. Before many years have 
passed we should have some definite 
figures from the increasing popularity 
of periodic health examinations, on 
which to base a sound estimate of the 
handicap due to a lowered margin of 
security against cri. 1 fancy a lot of 
us seventy percenters give a ten per 
cent handicap to this commonly ig- 
nored factor. 

You may have noticed how we so- 
called authors scratch each other’s 
back—it’s a trick of the trade with 
poets and politicians. Dr. Briggs, 
urging people to get the benefits of 
cpen “air life, recently asserted that 
“disease producing bacieria are pres- 
ent in indoor air alone, and by breath- 
ing this air in unventilated rooms we 
contract respiratory diseases, and in 
this way only. Dr. William A. Brady 
has told us these things for years.” 

If this Dr. William A. Brady has 
told anybody any such thing he ought 
to be pensioned off. 

My own notion is that there are no 
germs to worry about even in the foul 
air of poorly ventilated rooms.

I wish people with names like mine 


would not utter such absurdities as 
Dr. Briggs ascribes to this Brady who 
parts his name prettily in the middle. 
With Dr. Briggs I- believe one runs 
a mighcy small chanee of catching cri 
out of doors, particularly when. the 
weather is very cold. But 1 know that 
thé air indoors is ordinarily germ-free, 
that disease germs are rarely if ever 
carried in the air. 
Respiratory infection is ordinarily a 
matter of the conveyance of some 
virulent (disease-producing) germs in 
droplets of moisture which are shot 
forth in a more ordess invisible spray 


from the nose or mouth of one indi- - 


vidual to the nose or mouth of the 
other individual. This spray has a 
range of less than five feet in ordinary 
conversation; the range increases to as 
much as twelve feet in sneezing or 
coughing with nose and mouth un- 
covered. 

That is practically all there is in 
respiratory infection, be the infection 
that of diphtheria, simple  coryza, 


pneumonia, epidemic meningitis, or - 


whatnot.

The son of my husband’s business 
partner is ill of scarlet fever. Is there 
any danger of my husband bringing 
the disease to our children? He is, of 
course, in daily contact with his part- 
ner. Can'the scaling skin of the con- 
valescent carry the disease, and is the 
disease most contagious at this time? 
(Mrs. L. A.-B.) : 


Answer—Scarlet fever is most con- 
tagious, or rather most infectious, in 
the stage of onset, before the rash is 
well out. The infection is conveyed 
in the discharges from nose or throat 
mainly, and not at all from the scaling 
skin or from the rash.» The best evi- 


“dence is that a third person cannot 


carry scarlet fever unless he is coming 
down with the disease himpelf. In un- 
complicated cases the infectiousness is 
past in two weeks. If a discharging 
ear or other purulent discharge per- 
sists, possibly the infective agent may 
remain until the discharge ceases. 
Scarlet fever is caused by a streptoco- 
cus, which germ is sometimes spread 
in milk. 
Have You Found the Knife? 


Is there a remedy for adenoids 
without using the knife? My little 
daughter six years old is troubled with 
them and thought you could give a 
remedy. Much interested in your 
column.

With Mr. and Mrs. Carl Akeley, He Will Hunt Big Game With Cameras, Not Guns, Seeking Perma- 
nent Record of Wild Life in Center of Dark Continent

LTHOUGH approachcing his 
72d birthday, George East- 
man, millionaire —philan- 
thropist and head of the 
Eastman Kodak company, 1s 
about to head an exploring 

party into the heart of Africa. With 

Mr. and Mrs. Carl Akeley, he will hunt 

big game with cameras, rather than 

guns, seeking to make a permanent 
record of wild life in the center of the 

Dark Continent. 


Mr. Eastman will arrive in London 
toward the end of March, accom- 
panied by Dr. Audley Stewart, of 
Rochester, and Daniel B. Pomeroy, of 
New York. After completing their 
equipment in London, they will sail 
from Genoa for Mombasa, a trip 0% 
17 days. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Akeley will meet us 
in Mombasa near the end of April,”’ 
said Mr. Eastman. ‘‘We shall go by 
rail to Nairobi, a trip of 24 hours, and 
this will be our real base. There we 
will be met by white hunters, guides 
and natives. It is probable that Mr. 
Akeley will already have arranged an 
earlier start of a part of the safari, 
guides and natives with mules, going 
toward Paradise Lake. But the rest 
of us will go as far as we can by auto- 
mobiles, which will be provided for 
us by General Motors. At Paradise 
lake is the permanent camp of Mar- 
tm Johnson, the African photogra- 
pher-explorer, and our movements 
from then on are quite uncertain. 


“I have always wanted to see Af- 
rica, but until now I have not felt that 
! had the time. I! have made some 
trips, into the west, Canada and 
Alaska and have done some hunting, 
but not over such extended periods 
as this will require. But now I-feel 
that my business is well organized and 
that I can spare the seven months 
from March until late in October. 

“In the second place, while, of 
course, | expect to shoot some big 
game, it is to see the game ahd to 
inake a permanent record of the ani- 
mals in their native haunts that I most 
desire. 

‘And in the third place Iam very, 
anxious to assist Mr. Akeley in his 
work of reproducing certain anima’ 
groups for African Hall in the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History.” 

Paradise Lake is in the 


few miles north of 
which rises more 


Mount 
than 17,000 feet 
above Sea-level. It is just above the 
equator. Clear atmosphere makes 
this section ideal for photography; 
one of Mr. Johnson’s recent photo- 
graphs showed a mountain 150 miles 
distant so sharp in outline as to ap- 
pear only a few miles away. 

‘‘Mr. Johnson,” continued Mr. East- 
man, “‘is spending several years in that 
section, just making pictures and 
shooting no game unless forced to do 
so. He is quite familiar with the dis- 
trict and the haunts of wild animals 
ond therefore will be of great assist- 
ance to us. Whether he and Mrs. 
Johnson will accompany us after we 
leave Kenya province is not yet de- 
cided.

“Do you hope for good gorilla pic- 
tures?’

“We shall try, of course,” he re- 
plied, ‘‘but that will be difficult.

But with 
telephoto lenses we may be able to 
get some.” 


EMARKABLE results*have been 
obtained in close-up pictures of 
wild animals through the use of 
‘“boma”’ or blinds in which the camera 
is concealed. The ‘‘boma’”’ is built 
usually near a water hole on the route 
usually taken by animals going to wa- 
ter, and, if possible, to the leeward to 
prevent the animals from getting the 
scent. When this is not possible, how- 
ever, the telephoto lens, made for 
taking pictures at a distance, is used to 
good effect. 
“What guns will you take in antici- 
pation of big game?” 
“The elephant-guns are now being 
made in England. ‘These are double 
barrelled, similar to shoiguns, but 


with heavier barrels, though of 
smaller bore, about .465 to .470 
(somewhat less than one-half inch.) 
They use cordite explosive and carry 
a bullet weighing about an ounce. The 
guns weigh about eleven pounds, 
about twice the weight of a shotgun 
and have a rubber pad on the stock to 
take up some of the recoil. 

‘“T shall also take with me my 
Mannlicher rifles which I used on my 
other hunting trips. These are maga- 
zine guns holding six charges. 

“But I do not expect to do a great 
deal of shooting with guns. I am 
taking the cine-Kodak with an assort- 
ment of lenses of different foci for 
distance and close-ups, and I do expect 
to get a fine lot of film and make a 
permanent record of my trip. It will 
enable me to live the trip over and 
over again and to show others for 
many years to come just what travel 
in Central Africa is like.”’

UTHRIE, Okla.—What is re- 
ferred to in Oklahoma as 
“the reign of terror in the 
Osage Hills’——a conspiracy 
to deprive the Osage Indians 
of their valuable oil lands—is 
believed to have been checked by the

A long series of murders in the last 

four years, in connection with one of

which Hale and Ramsey are accused, 


are said by government agents to have 
resulted from the conspiracy. 


The reign of terror in the Osage 
country began early in 1922, when 
the body of Anna Brown, of Gray 
Horse, was found in a secluded can- 


“yon on Three Mile Creek east of Fair- 


fax. There was a bullet hole in her 
skull ranging downward. The skull 


' was one of. the prigcipal exhibits at 
- ‘the recent hearing, having been kept 


bv the départment of justice at Wash- 
ington since the investigation started. 

A few weeks later Henry Roan, a 
cousin of Anna Brown, was killed. 
This created considerably more than 
passing interest, for it was recalled 
that the original estate of Anha 
Brown had heen held by Lizzie Q. 
Brown, an old Indian woman. who 
died suddenly. As in the other cases, 
her death caused little comment, but 
when it was pointed out that three 
deaths in the same familv had occur- 
red within a short time, all under mys- 
terious circumstances. suspicion was 
aroused. 


Again and again the hand of death 
struck, quickly and effectively. None 
of the victims attacked ever was left 
clive, criopled or maimed, to tell the 
storv. First it was one family, then 
another, but always death struck the 
wealthiest families of Indians, and al- 
ways a member who controlled a large 
share of the fortune. 


Indian’s Attorney Slain. 
When officers first started their in- 
vestigation. suspicion pointed to Bert 
Lawson, a sort of black sheep of the 


Murdered in.Oil Land Conspiracy =: 


Osage. Hills, who had spent a great 


deal of his tine in jail on various 
charges and whose past would bear 
little scrutiny. But always the offi- 
cers found that at the time’ the mur- 
der in question was committed Law- 
son was in jail at Pawhuska, the coun- 
ty seat of Osage county. 


So the matter dragged on, the in- 
vestigation hanging fire. But death 
did not. Another and another of the 
Indians were killed. The toll now is 
estimated by somé people at twenty. 
Others place the figure much higher. 


Finally the Osage country was 
thrown into a state of panic in the 
latter part of 1922. Charles White- 
horn, a relative of Anna Brown, was 
found slain on a hill in the outskirts 
of Pawhuska. Two months later 
George Bigheart, son of the last he- 
reditary chief of the Osages, was taken 


ill. He was brought to 4 hospital in 
Oklahoma City, accompanied -by W. 
K. Hale and Ernest Burkhart,~Hale’s 


nephew, who had married a sister of 
Anna Brown. 


In the hospital Bigheart’s attorney, 
Charles Vaughn, consulted him. The 
Indian died the next day, and the next 
morning the body of Vaughn was 
found on a railroad right-of-way be- 
tween Oklahoma City and Pawhuska. 
A coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
death either by a fall from a train 
or by assault. 


Lawson’s Confession. 


By that time Osage county citizens 
were appealing for help from the state 
and federal governments in clearing 
up the murder ring that was believed 
responsible for the mysterious deaths.

Always the clues pointed to Law- 
son, as in the past, but he met them 
with the reply, “I was in jail when 
the dynamiting occurred, so I couldn t 
have known anything about it.” This 
became such a common alibi that one 
of the officers became suspicious. He 
brought Lawson to Oklahoma City 
and talked with him nearly all of one 
night. Out of this conference came 
the first real thread of evidence, which 
resulted in finally bringing those who 
are now in jail before the court. 

Lawson’s confession said that he 
was in jail, but that when the mur- 
ders were committed. he was allowed 
his freedom, went out and killed the 
Indians—plans having been made pre- 


. viously—and then returned to his cell. 


lawson was taken to the state peni- 
tentiary at McAlester, but later, when 
the investigation warmed.up to a 
point where it appeared an effort 
might be made to help Lawson escape 
or to kill. him, he was removed secret- 
ly to the Leavenworth penitentiary. 
There he now is being held awaiting 
a call from the grand jury, when he 
will be brought to Guthrie to repeat 
his store. 
Lawson Implicates Hale. 


_ The confession made by Lawson 
also implicated Hale, often called the 
‘‘King of the Osage Hills.’”’ Hale 
owns a large ranch in the Osage coun- 
try and is reputed to be worth half 
a million dollars. His nephew, Burk- 
hart, also was implicated, as was M. 
A. Bloyd, former deputy sheriff of 
Osage county. 

- Hale was indicted three days after 
the jury investigation started, and 
John Ramsey, a well-to-do farmer 
living near Fairfax, also was indicted. 
Ramsey’s indictment was a surprise, 
for he had not been held on the state 
charge and was not even suspected 
until the testimony of a number of 
witnesses was heard.
